THE NATIONAL MEMORIAL TO QUEEN VICTORIA. 


Sin,—It appears that your correspondent has written his letter labouring 
uader a misapprehension. This “ Appeal-Ridden Minister,” who thinks that 
the secular Press has given sufficient advertisement for the above Memorial 
probably does not peruse the very same Press to which he refers. Had he done 
so, he would have known that the Lord Mayor requested, not ouly the Chief 
Rabbi to make appeals on behalf of the above Memorial from the pulpits of the 
synagogues, but sent a similar request to the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Cardivoal Vaughan, as well as the heads of all other principal religious 
denominations, 

Therefore the assertion of your correspondent that such an appeal assumes 
that the Jewish community have not already contributed to the Memorial is 
erroneous, and his whole letter seems to be based on the fundamental error 
pointed out above. There is no doubt of the high sense of duty, veneration and 
gratitude entertained by Jews towards the late Queen, but sioce it was fouud 
necessary to repeat the appeal to the public, | do not think the Jewish com- 
munity should have been excluded. 

It is absurd to say that our contributions have put those of the com- 
munity at large into shade; and as to the princely donation cited, I do not think 
Messrs. Rothschild will be particularly grateful for the gratuitous advertise- 
ment given them, 

As to the question whether the pulpit is the right place for such an appeal, 
I certainly think it is, because it is the only organisation (if I may so call it) 
which reaches all classes of people and does not run the risk of not reaching 
persons who do not read the newspspere. 

I admit the object is a secular one, but I believe it is of so exceptional a 
character that no discussion as to the propriety of it in the pulpit, should have 
taken place. 

As to the last paragraph of this much tried minister I should say that since 
the pulpit, in bis own words, exists for the purpose of exhortations, then I do 
not see why fre«juent appeals should cease to influence. If his eloquence aftera 
time can no longer move his congregation he ought to make room for an abler 
man. It is by trequent appeals that the spirit of generosity is fostered, and 
thereby one of our greatest virtues maintained and further developed,

JEWISH CHILDREN IN CHURCH SCHOOLS. 


Sir,—In the last issue of your periodical in the report of what I stated at 
the meeting of the Federation of Synagogues, held on the 6th inst., at Toynbee. 
Hall, as it is most important on such a serious matter as the attendance of 


. Jewish children in the rooms at the Board and Church Schools during the time 


the non-Jewish children are at prayers and New Testament' study, the correct 
matter should be made known, and [am sure you will readily correct an error 
you made in that report, which says : “ In nearly all schools the Jewish children 
knelt at prayers.” What I stated was that in some of the infant classes the 
Jewish children knelt and took part in the Christian prayers ; with regard to 
the children in the other classes, 1a most they remain in the hall or room stand- 
ing whilst the non-Jewish children are at prayers. Since the meeting of the 
6th inst. I have visited Christ Church School, Brick Lane, and that is con- 
nected with Spitalfields Church, the Rev. Mr, Davies, who is the Vicar and has a 
Mission Hall in Hanbary Street or Brick Line, in which Jews are invited (both 
in Yiddish and English posters) to attend services on certain days in the week. 
I was greatly surprised and gratified when the head teacher informed me that 
all the Jewish children leave the room at priyer time and New Testament 
study, and only read the historical part of the Bible without any comment. He 
also told me there were in the school eighty or ninety Jewish boys 
girls and iofants, and also called out for the Jewish boys and girls, about 
twenty in his class, to stand up and tell me what they did at prayer and 
Scripture time; they corroborated what the master told me, é 

But what surprised me most this gentleman stated he would like the Jewish 
Educatioa Committee to arrange with their School Committee to have Jewish 
teachers attend the school in the morning for giving instruction in Hebrew and 
religion to the Jewish pupils, whilst the non-Jewish pupils are at prayers and 
Scripture, the same as at St. Stephens’ Schools in Quaker Street. lL ask the 
Jewish Education Committee whether they will attend to this most liberal 
suggestion. I ask for an answer through your columns? But Iam again puzzled, 
a Jewish girl who attends that school, and whom I interviewed at her parents’ 
house, told me all the Jewish children leave the room at prayers except on 
Friday afternoons, but she could not tell me why an exception was made on 
that day. 

I have visited four Mission Halls, Philpot Street, Hanbury Street, King 
Edward Street, and Old Montague Street ; they are not open in the day, but in 
the evening, when a large number of Jewish children attend, I cannot do 
everything, attend all parts of London not by hours but by days, not only the 
schools but the children's houses also, and then come again into the City. I ask 
will any member of the Education Committee living in the East End get the 
names and addresses of the children as they enter or leave the Mission Halls, 
and let me have them. I will eall at the houses, and a gentlemen who holds an 
influential position in one of our Institutions and has inflaence with the parents 
will help me, but we must first have the addresses. 

I conclude by asking will any of our West End members of the Education 
Committee help me in my visits to schools and houses. What have the Com- 
mittee done’ I ask has a single one made any visits ; please answer.

THE WESTERN SYNAGOGUE AND ITS BURIAL GROUNDS. 

Sirn,—As a member of the Western S;nagogue I am periodically receiving 
circulars asking for subscriptions for the restoration or keeping in order of the 
Brompton Cemetery. Now, I think, if the Executive would, for a change, pay 
a visit to their Edmontoa Cemetery, they would fiod it in a far more deplorable 
condition than the Brompton ground is, or ever has been. The state of this 
cemetery is not only a disgrace to the Western Synagogue, but a scandal to the 
community, as it has made the Jews a byeword and reproach in the whole 
immediate neighbourhood, as I have myself experienced on my visits, 

Originally the cemetery had two double gates, but now one has almost 
entirely disappeared, whilst one half of the other is only a framework. Also 
large portions of the boundary fencing are lying in the adjoining fields, leaving 
large open gaps. This leaves the eemetery entirely unprotected, and it is 
notbing unusual for tramps to go inside at night and sleep behind what remains 
of the feucing, or for dogs and catsto scamper and scratch amongst the graves, 
besides otherwise defiling them. 

I know that constant representations have been made to the Executive 
during the last two years, to repair these fences and gates, but until 
now with no result, and [ think it quite time some steps were taken, awaking 
in them some sense of their a) and if this letier only causes one 
or other of them to go and see the ground for themselves it will have achieved 
its object,

The Palestinian Colonies. 
DEPUTATION TO THE JEWISH COLONISATION ASSOCIATION 


“FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, WEDNESDAY, 

In all eight members of the Russian Zionist Deputation to the Jewish 
Colonisation Association came to Paris last week. The Odessa Chovevi Zion 
was the most strongly represented, M.Ginsburgand M. Barbash being there, Of 
well known active Zionists only Dr. Kohan-Bernstein was present. Dr. Nordan 
took no part in the deputation, nor did Dr. Gaster thongh he was expected up 
to Sunday, 

‘The members of the deputation had private interviews with Baron Edmond 
de Rothschild, Baron Gunzburg and others, and the formal reception of the 
delegation took place on Tuesday, The deliberations are, at least for the 
present, confidential. 

The temper of the Jewish Colonisation Association administration was 
conciliatory, but the chief subject of argument was the appointment of the 
Commission to re-organise affairs in Palestine and to establish self-government. 
The Russian body desired to havea majority on the Commission, and this ques- 
tion, it is understood, is still being discussed when this message leaves me.

THE STOCK EXCHANGE CENTENARY. 


To-morrow, May 18:h, will be the Stock Exchange Centenary. It was on 


that date, 100 years ago, that the foundation stone of the present building in 


Capel Court was laid by William Hammond, Chairman of the Committee of 
Management. Although the centenary of the actual opening of Gorgonzola 
Hall is nearly a year distant, the present occasion is opportune for 
reviewing the connection which Jews have bad with this institution since its 
foundation. That connection dates much further back than 1801, for the Stock 
Exchange is older than Capel Court, and its beginnings reach back far into the 
18th century. 


About 150 years ago dealings in the English “Funds,” East India Stock 
and the other securities to which speculation was then restricted, were carried 
on in various places. One of them was the Royal Exchange, and another was 
Change Alley. Dealings likewise took place at the Bank of England, 
under the Rotunda, at South 
Sea House (so called from 
the South Sea Bubble, from 
which the speculation mania in xg 
England took its rise), and the 
India House, In Change Alley 
stood the famous Jonathan's 
Coffee House, which having been 
destroyed by fire in 1748, was ! 
replaced by the New Jonathan's. | 
In 1773 the name of the New | 
Jonathan's was altered to the | 
Stock Exchange, and there, until | 
the commencement of the 1%th 
century, a large portion of the 
daily transactions in Omnium and 
other stocks took place. That 
Jews were already taking a promi- 
nent part in these dealings may 
be inferred from several references 
in the publications of the period. 


At one time a daily entrance 
fee of sixpence was charged to 
those who wished to transact busi- 
ness at Jonathan's, but about the 
end of the 18th century this was 
altered, A hundred and fifty 
gentlemen, stockbrokers, formed 
themselves into a close corpora- 
tion, levying on each of their 
members an annual subscription 
of £8, which was payable to the 
Master of Jonathan's. 


At the same time, dealings— 
particularly those in foreign 
stocks—took place in the Royal 
Exchange, and it was here the 
stockbrokers assembled, though 
gradually many of them found 
their way to Change Alley. The 
number of Jewish brokers in the 
City was at that time limited to 
twelve, and this limitation con- 
tinued in force down to 1826, 
when Mr. J. B, Montefiore bought 
from the Lord Mayor, Sir William 


right to practise in that capacity. 
The “Jew brokers” on Change 
came to take up a recognised posi- 
tion at the south-eastern corner 
of the, colonnade, which was 
known as the “Jews' Walk,” 


Queen Anne,” as Mr. Lucien Wolf describes him, hardly belongs to this 
category, though as a successful capitatist he is often referred to in histories of 
the English Stock Exchange. But his contemporary, Menasseh Lopez, was a 
most successful dealer, who, on one occasion, arre sted a panic by purchasing the 
“ Fands” when a false rumour of the death of Queen Anne was circulated in 


the City. 


A prominent figure in Change Alley at a somewhat later period was 
Sampson Gideon (Sampson Abudiente), the founder of the house of Eardley, 
He was the financial friend of Walpole, and bis operations in stocks were on a 
gigantic scale, but, like his coreligionists generally, he had the good sense to 
hold aloof from the South Sea Bubble Scheme, Indeed, he helped to restore 
general confidence after the crash. And when the Pretender was advancing 
upon London in 1745-6, and the Funds were being offered down to panic prices, 
it was Sampson Gideon who went to Jonathan's and bought up all the securities 
he could lay his hands upon. When shortly afterwards the Pretender had to 
retire, Gideon's prescience was rewarded by the doubling of his fortune. 
Although he died in the faith of his fathers, and left £1,000 to the Portuguese 
Synagogue that he might be 
buried in the Jewish cemetery 
and have an Excaba recited for 
him every Kippur, he had his 
children educated in the Christian 
faith. Joseph D'Almeida, whose 
portrait is familiar to collectors 
of fine mezzotints, was one of the 
chief brokers in stock between 
1750 and 178s. 


Towards the end of the I&th 
century the great leaders in 
Change Alley were the brothers 
Benjamin and Abraham Gold. 
smid, whose firm contracted for 
Government loans on a buge 
scale, and who amassed a princely 
fortune by their financial opera 
tions. But a time came when 
the capricious goddess deserted 
them. Benjamin Goldsmid had 
already met with an untimely 
end, and the houses of Baring 
and Goldsmid had contracted for 
a loan of £14000000, when Sir 
Thomas Baring died, leaving 
Abraham Goldsmid to support 
| the entire weight of the market. 
| The task proved too heavy even 
for his shoulders. He held 
£8,000,000 of stock, the price of 
which he saw gradually fal! 
until it reached a fearful dis. 
count. Ruin stared him in the 
face, his misfortunes unhinged 
his mind, and he, too, died by 
his own hand. The sad event 
produced a panic in the City. Iu 
a few minutes Consols fell from 
66} to 61}, while Omnuim fel! 
from 6} discount to 10}. But 
bis death was not only a disaster 
to Capel Court, it spread sorrow 
throughout the Jewish commu- 
nity and in all philanthropic 
circles, for never was there a City 
magnate who pnt his wealth and 
position to a nobler use than Abra- 
ham Goldsmid, whose memory 1s 
still honoured as the founder of 
the Jews’ Hospital. The fortunes 
of the Goldsmid family were 
revived by Isaac Lyon Goldsmid 


and is so marked on old plans 
of the Royal Exchange. The 
foreign bill market, the principal 
dealers in which were then as 
they are now, Jews, is still 
carried on in the same spot, 
while stockjobbing has long since ceased to have any connection with the 
Royal Exchange. 


At the end of the 18th Century, Jonathan's was rapidly becoming too 
small for the number of dealers who frequented it, so its members commenced 
to cast about for more commodious quarters, and a building of their own, where 
they would be free from the prying eyes of the public. 253 shares of £50 each 
were created for the purpose of acquiring suitable premises. A site was fixed 
upon in Capel Court, where William Capel, who was Lord Mayor in 1504, had 
formerly lived, and where Sam Mendoza had kept his famous boxing saloon, 
The new Exchange was opened in the March of 1802 with 500 subscribers, 
among whom were a certain number of Jews. But brokers and jobbers still 
continued to transact business under the Rotunda of the Bank of England, 
and this custom lasted until the year of Queen Victoria's acc ssion to the 
throne. And the Royal Exchange was used for dealing in foreign securities 
down to 1822. 


Going back to the commencement of the 18th Century one encounters 
several names of Jews who rose to eminence by their successful dealings in 
stocks and shares. Sir Solomon Medina, “the Rothschild of the reign of

who became a successful loan 
negotiator and member of the 
Stock Exchange, and fully sus- 
tained the Goldsmid traditions 
of philanthropy public 
usefulness, 

Another eminent Jewish name connected with the Stock Exchange in early 
times was that of Ricardo. Abraham Israel Ricardo was a prominent person 10 
Change Alley in the latter part of the 18th Century. For many years he acted 
as broker for the Bevis Marks Synagogue, of which he was a devout membcr. 
Indeed the authorities of Bevis Marks gave him a wide discretion 4s 
to the investment of the congregational funds, and votes of thanks were often 
accorded to bim for the zeal with which he carried out his trust. Mr. Ricardo 
had a son named David, whom he initiated into the mysteries of stock-jobbing 
at the age of fourteen. The lad was induced to turn bis back upon his ancestra! 
faith, and his father, shocked at his apostasy, disowned him. But young David 
Ricardo showed such promise that his Christian friends readily came forward to 
his assistance. He not only became a pillar of the Stock Exchange, but also one 
of the most brilliant political economists that Eugland has produced. 


The greatest Jewish name connected with the Stock Exchange, though the 
firm have never been members of that institution, is that of Rothschild. The 
Rothschilds sprang into prominence in England at a time when the fortunes of 
the Goldsmid family had suffered an eclipse. It is an oft told tale how Nathaa 
Mayer Rothschild, who was perhaps the greatest financial genius that the world 
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has ever known, and who founded the English house of Rothschild, settled in 
Manchester in 17{'7, as a factor of cotton goods, and established a London branch 
of his business at 37, Cornhill. Subsequently he set up as a financier at St. 
Helen's Place, and embarked (in connection with his father's firm at Frankfort), 
on those huge monetary operations that dazzled the public mind by the 
brilliancy of their success, and caused the name of Rothschild to pass into a 
proverb, Nathan Mayer Rothschild became the most important figure on 
‘Change, The pillar at which be stood in the Royal Exchange became known 
as “ Rothschild’s Pillar,” from which no one dared to dislodge him. He ruled 
the money market. Capel Court was guided entirely by what he did, or was 
supposed to do, so supreme became his influence, If Rothschild was“ bearing” 
the market the Funds fell, if he bought they rose, But this su! ject bas becn 
worn so threadbare by financial 

writers, that it is only a scholar like 

Mr. Lucien Wolf who occasionally 
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of the stormiest that had been known since the days of the South Sea Bubble. 


In the middle of the 19th century other distinguished names 
arose in the financial firmament, and prominent among them 
is that of Cohen. Louis Cohen, a nephew (by marriage) of Nathan 
Mayer Rothschild, was not less distinguished as a member of the Stock 
Exchange than as a communal leader, He entered that institution 
in 1819, and at the time of his death he was probably its oldest 
member. His coolness in times of great financial crisis, when everyone 
about bim was giving way to panic, was remarkable. His great financial 
ability and his boldness as a speculator were qualities inherited to 
the full by his son Lionel, who became a member of the Stock Exchange 
Committee and was one of its most distinguished ornaments, No man 
was ever more respected in City cir- 
cles than Lionel Louis Cohen. His 
brother, Mr. Alfred Cohen, was

An interesting function was held on omg tng 4 evening, when an “At 
Home” was given at “ The Liedertafel” by the Executive of the Hebrew 
Congregation to meet the Rev. A. A. Green, of London. The occasion was 
rendered remarkable by the presence of a very large number of Christian 
Clergymen of various denominations, who thereby testified also to the respect 
in which they hold the local Jewish Minister, the Rev. J, Phillips. Mr. Lee 
Davis provided an excellent musical entertainment, and the “ At Home” was in 
every way a great social success. 


The Rev. Mr. Putvuirs, in welcoming the Rev. A. A. Green, said: As soon 
as we heard that the rev. gentleman was about to spend the Passover in our 
midst we immediately decided to do all we could to make his short stay amongst 
us as pleasant as possible, and to give him a public — Our guest has 
done noble work in the provinces, and in London especially. He has risen by 
leaps and bounds, and to-day he is acknowledged to be one of the ablest, fore- 
most, and most popular ministers in the metropolis of the world. His influence 
is being felt not only amongst his own congregants, but throughout Jewry. I 
well recollect the day when I was called upon to succeed Mr. Green at Sunder- 
land, and the various thoughts that passed over me at the time, and I say without 
fear of contradiction that Mr. Green's memory will ever live in the hearts of the 
residents of that port who were privileged to come in contact and who worked 
with him. At Sunderland Mr. Green was recognised as a broad-minded and 
enlightened Englishman, who raised the name of Jew, and who brought all sects 
and denominations in closer touch with each other. Weareall pleased to see 
Mr. Green in our midst, and hope that he will return to the sphere of his minis- 
trations in renewed strength and vigour. 


The Revs. Canon Hewitt, F. W. Flack, P, R. Mollet, W. B. Rayner, Alfred 
Hall, W. J. Buchanan, and D. Hunter likewise joined in extending a hearty 
welcome to Mr. Green on behalf of their respective churches, and each of these 
gentlemen delivered excellent addresses. 


The Rev. A. A. GREEN, in reply, expressed his deep obligation for the 
exceptional honour of which he had been the recipient at the hands of the con- 
gregation and their friends. He had to express his deep appreciation of the 
welcome extended to him both here and in Cape Town, which was so flattering 
that he could not take itas meant entirely for himself, but understood it as an 
earnest of the close attention and sympathy given by colonial congregations to 
the communal work of the great Metropolis of the Empire. He had received 
from his colleague, the Rev. Mr. Phillips, and from bis family a hospitality for 
which he, could find no adequate words of acknowledgment. He was especially

He 
would venture to offer one suggestion both to Jews and Christians, which was that 
when the better days dawned for this great and prosperous portion of the 
Empire men would, in the search for the wealth lying so close to hand, not for- 
get that commercial morality, personal character, and national righteousness 
were worth more than gold; that men were rich whose name remained 
unstained, and men were poor whose accumulated fortunes were tainted with 
the least breath of suspicion. As they could see, he had been fortunate enough 
to regain his health and strength, and he would resume his work in London 
cheered and in every way strengthened by the constant kindness of his friends 
in the Cape, of which this day’s proceedings had been so courteous and 
gratifying a culmination,

branch of the Orphan Aid Society in connection with the Jews’ Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum in London.

The Family of Motun.—In 1303 King Edward I. wrote to the Mayor and 
Sheriffs of London, requesting them to search the roll in the Husting of 
London for an alleged conveyance of a messuage by John de Pontefract and his 
wife Matilda, afterwards married to Walter de Wyk, to Abraham Motun, a 
Jew. The King states that the messuage escheated to him after the exile of the 
said Jew. An abstract of these letters is now published by the Corporation 
(Francis, Bream’s Buildings, Printer, 191), and the editor, Dr. Reginald Sharpe, 
adds a note recalling that in 120 all Koglish Jews, and among them 2,000) of 
London, were expelled. Abraham Motun, he observes, must have been a Jew 
of some distinction, for we find a grant made to him, in 1282, of propert 
situate in the parish of St. Michael, Wood Street, in trust for the pat 
community of England Husting Roll 13 (37). There was quite a large family 
of Motuns in the City, one of whom, named Hugh, combined the business of 
an oil and colorman with the more distinguished title of City Chamberlain. 
Dr. Sharpe does not, however, give his reasons for thinking that Abraham and 
Hugh Motun were of the same family.

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Dr. Gaster on the Nineteenth Century. 


Dr. M. Gaster in an interesting contribution to the North American Review 
sums up a century of Jewish History, It is natural that in the earlier stages of 
his retrospect he should follow in the same lines as the Encyclopedia Britannica 
article by Mr. Israel Davis, recording the oratory of Mirabeau and of the Abbe 
Grégoire, the liberation of the Jews by the advance of Napoleon's armies, and 
the Sawhedrin called by the conqueror. A fresh and deeply interesting part of 
his article shews the rise of the Judenhass in Germany. 


“ Whilst, in England, Bishop Perc 'g collection produced, in the long run, 
Scott's ‘Ivanhoe’; in Germany, Herder's‘ Stimmen der Vilker’ did not pro- 
duce Lessing's ‘Nathan der Weise,’ which preceded it, but stimulated the 

lorifaction of the Teutonic Middle Ages, the romanticism of Schlegel and 

rentano, and ultimately a heathen Teutomania, which excluded everything 
from its Walhalla, that could not prove Germanic ethnic descent. The first 
logical consequence was the appearance of pamphlets from men like Riihss and 
Riel, in which they declared the Jews to be incapable of joining the Teutonic 
nation as equal units, and proposed to grant them mere toleration as a people 
of another race and of another religious mould. In order, as it were, to atone 
for this new heathendom, which pervaded the U niversities, there set in a peculiar 
religious colouring of Christianity—a sentimental, vague Christianity—not 
free from mediwval mysticism and licentiousness. Thespokesman of this species 
was Schleiermacher, whose teaching, improved upon by his followers, ended 
in the declaration of a belief in a special Teutonic Christianity. Furthermore, 
natural science, which reached its highest development last century, on the one 
hand sapped the foundation of religion just as much as the rationalistic school 
of Tiibingen, with the Higher Criticism of the Bible, did on the other. All these 
causes contributed to a lowering of the standard of equality granted to the Jews, 
and robbed them of the fruits of the sacrifices which they had willingly, nay 
cheerfully, brought to the altar of the German “ l’atherland,”’ when they fought 
in the ranks of the German armies against their own liberator, Napoleon. Nor 
was this the only sacrifice which they brought. In their endeavour 
to show in a practical manner the hollowness of those pedants 
and dreaming reactionaries who would fain revive the glorious times 
of the Middle Ages they almost outdid the Germans in their patriotism. It 
was allin vain. ‘The principles of the Teutonians have survived to a surprising 
degree. Hatred of the foreigner in blood, glorification and exaltation of what- 
ever appeared to be German, or rather Teutonic, especially as it led indirectly 
to the establishment of the German Empire is growing steadily alongside of an 
- jnereasing unrest and disintegration. Mystical, specific Christianity, rank 

apostasy and crude materialism act as such disintegrating forces, with socialistic 
tendences opposed to feudal pretensions; all these and the lust of persecution, 
shown also by the conflict with Rome, contribute to this process of Galeton 
tion and have made it very easy for the skilful manipulator to turn popular 
prejudices against the Jews, pointing to them as the primary cause of the social 
and religious discontent permeating various classes of Society.” 


In modern Europe, Dr. Gaster oberves, the old romantic ideas of philan- 
thropy have given place to an era of self-interest of the basest commercial type. 
With the exception of Great Britain the nations turned a deaf ear to the com- 
plaints of barbarous treatment of Jews in Roumaniaand Russia. The Alliances 
became mere instruments for the establishment of schools, The misery which 
refined legal persecution is bringing upon millions in Eastern Europe, 
the disappointment in the West at being thrust back into a moral 
Ghetto, the uncertainty of the future, combined with  self-conscious- 
ness, and the feeling of national life which is slowly dawning 
npon the Jewish masses, contributed to endow the idea of re-settle- 
ment in the old land with a new significance. Colonisation in 
Palestine began on a serious basis in 1880 under Baron Edmond de Roth- 
schild. Baron de Hirsch imitated his example, but sent his colonies to 
the Argentine. The Jewish Colonisation Association partly reversed his policy 
and identified itself largely again with Valestine, Outof the masses sprang a 
new movement known as Zionism, that is the return to Zion as a political] 
unity. Weare standing at the beginning of this movement. lhe dawn of a 
new life is visible, a day rising again from the regenerated East, Jews living a 
national life, competing for the best and working for the highest, blending the 
civilisation of the West with the poetry of the East, and giving to mankind the 
message of better days. 


In an earlier passage, Dr. Gaster describes with a few masterly touches the 
rise Of Hassidism :— 


“The receding wave of a once mighty Messianic enthusiasm left on the 
strand the germs of a new mystical teaching, which resembles in one way 
the vagaries and miracles told by the Monks of the Nitrian Desert and the tales 
of Avva Pahomius and St. Antony, and in another the principles that underlie 
the conception of the Dalai-Lama of Thibet, the ever-recurring incarnation of 
Buddha as the visible intermediary between God and man. The Hassidim, 
with the wonder-working “ Rebbe,” the living incarnation of a superhuman 
intermediary between them and God, the substitution of a (Juakerlike, enthusi- 
astic form of worship at times when the spirit moves them, and freedom from 
other ceremonial injunctions connected with worship and prayer, is to a certain 
extent the form which reform has taken in the Eagt, Unconsciously rebelling 

ainst some rabbinical tenets, it has contributed in its way to undermine the 
older form and to disintegrate Judaism.” 


Another Convent Case in Galicia.

The men bore the girl to the carriage, which 
was then driven to the railway station at Bochnia. During the ride, a nun’s 
attire was put on the girl. From Bochnia she and her custodian went by train 
to Tarnow, and thence to a convent some distance off at Szynwald. These facts 
b Nat brought to light by a porter at Bochnia Station and by a cab driver at

The Executive Committee reported that as the sums available for prizes 
were quite inadequate for the purpose, having regard to the increase in the num- 
ber of pupils, it recommended that the amount be made up to £6) by a grant from 
the general funds. The CHAIRMAN pointed out that the number of pupils

The CHAIRMAN said that the Chief Rabbi had protested against the remarks

Operations of the Loan Committee. 


In the absence of Mr. Lionel Jacob, Chairman, Mr. J. M. Anseut, Hon. 
Secretary of the Loan Committee, brought up a report of the Committee's 
operations from January Ist to April 17th of the present year. From this 
report it appeared that during that period the Committee granted ‘")} loans of 
the total value of £5,621, against 607 loans to the amount of £2,825 for the 
same period last year. The repayments have been £2 994 against £2243. The 
Committee owes the Board £709. The unexpectedly large increase in the 
number of ordinary loans is chiefly due to the leaflets issued by the Committee 
making known the advantages, and it showed every sign of continuing. Great 
care has been taken in granting loans for amounts exceeding £25, and in most 
cases very easy terms for repayment were arranged. Almost all the borrowers 
are repaying regularly. It is too early to give any definite report on this extension 
of the Committee's work which has assumed larger dimensions than was 
expected. But the Committee is hopeful about it, and would much regret seeing 
it interrupted by the lack of means at its disposal. 

The Committee has therefore passed the following resolutions :— 

1, “That the Board be requested to advance to this Committee by way of loan from 

time to time tuch sums as they may require up to the amount of £5 000." 
2. “That Law 29, ~~ 5, lime 8 (defining the total am unt up to which loans

Treasurers so much of the Kast Indian Three Per Cent. Stock comprised in the 
Fand as will produce up to £5,000, and pay the same to the Treasurers, who shall 
pay the same over, according to Law 48 as amended, to the Loan Committee as 
and when applied for by such Committee. 

Mr. ANSELL acquiesced in the suggestion of the President, whose motion 
was seconded by Mr. M. A. Green, a carried. 

Mr. ANSELL, in moving the second resolution of the Loan Committee, said 
that the borrowers of larger sums were a very superior class, who were dealt 
with away from ordinary borrowers, and whose affairs were kept so secret that 
even the officials did not know all the details. There were six or seven 
borrowers of £100 each. 


Mr. J cow Levy seconded the motion, which was supported by Mr, ALBERY 
M. Wootr, who thought it a step in the right direction to assist by way of 
loan a number of middle-class people reduced in circumstances through no 
fault of their own, 

The motion was carried. 


A consequential motion by Mr, A. E. SypNey for an addition to Law 48 was 
also adopted. The motion defined the mode in which additional working capital 
is to be placed at the disposal of the Loan Committee 


The Working of the Apprenticing Department. 

Mr. N. 8. Joserns said that it would be in therecollection of some members 
of the Board that at a meeting held in the early period of last year he had 
called attention to certain unsatisfactory features in the Report of the 
Industrial Committee. He had been promised improvements, but he could not 
see that there had been any outcome of his suggestions except on one point, 
It appeared to him that in the altered condition of mechanical trades, changes 
should be made in respect to payments to apprentices, the hours of work, and 
the duration of the term of apprenticesbip. He disclaimed any spirit of hostile 
criticism of the Apprenticing Committee; indeed, no one would be more ready 
than he to commend its work, for no one knew better than he did the services 
of Mr. H. H. Myer (the Chairman), and Mr. Herbert J. Marcus (the Hon. Secre- 
tary). And with regard to the staff, everyone who came in contact with Mr. M. 
Friedeberg was aware that he was a faithful, energetic and valuable servant. 
Still the Board would agree that if it appeared to a member that 
improvements could be made it was his duty to bring his suggestions before 
the Board without having it thrown in his teeth that he was a hostile critic. 
The Industrial Committee, judging by its last report, was its own critic, and it 
did not appear to be happy in respect to certain points. The number of new 
apprentices in 1900 had been 200 against 269 in the previous year. Still, the 

eport showed that the Committee had done its best to get as many 
apprentices as possible, but it had not been successful. There had been the 
large number of 85 cancellations of indentures during the year ; and, 
whereas, 140 to 150 indentures should have been completed in the 
year 1900, the actual number who had fulfilled their term in that 
year had been only 7%. The report also showed that owing to 
cancellations, either through the fault of masters or of apprentices, a loss of 
about ten per cent. of the general and special funds had been sustained. Then, 
again, out of 741 apprentices only 4!) attended technical classes, as against 61 in 
the previous year. It was not he who called attention to those unsatisfactory 
features, but the Industrial Committee, to whom the Board ought 
to be indebted for its candour and truthfulness, He had various remedies to 
suggest, and he proposed that they should be considered by a Conference 
to convened under the resolution he was about to move. It was 
evident that apprenticeships were not as popular as before. Servitude was not 
always delightful to Jews, as historical precedents showed. The Industrial 
Committee bad powerse rivals in bad trades, such as tailoring and bootmaking, to 
which it had, rightly, never apprenticed boys, but which offered boys considerably 


higher initial wages. Daring late years the demand for boy labour had greatly 
increased. The father, in poor circumstances, had more regard for the few 
extra shillings that could be earned at bad trades than for the ultimate benefit 
of a good trade, and could hardly be expected to sacrifice the present to the 
future. Hence the Committee would have to compete with its rivals—the bad 
trades. The initial wage to-be earned by an apprentice should, therefore, be 
made higher, and he suggested that the minimum should be 7s. a week—the 
lowest living wage which a boy ought to earn at starting. Most mechanical 
trades required the exercise of the muscles; hence | ps boys had to be 
well fed if they were expected to become successful and capable workmen, One 
of the greatest grievances of apprentices in the later years of of their term was 
that they were not earning enough for themselves, whilst they were earning 
double for their masters, This fact accounted for the large number of cases 
of boys running away from their masters. He did not imagine that all boys 
who did not fulfil their time went to the bad. On the contrary, a good number 
of those improved their positions, but the non-fulfilment of the apprenticeship 
obligation was a dishonorable act to which the low wages were an incitement. 
On the other hand, cancellations of indentures frequently occurred by the failure 
of the master. He knew of a case of a master failing in the second year of a 
boy's apprenticeship. The Board offered to re-apprentice him; but he declined 
oa the ground that he preferred to shift for himself, and so, instead of 7s, 61. 
he was now earning 184, a week. These considerations led Mr. Joseph to 
the question of the length of the Bg ee A great number of them were 
certainly too long. There had been great changes in most trades, which 
were now 30 cut up that any trade — be regarded not as a whole 
but as a section of a trade. It resulted, therefore, that a boy learnt a 
section in far less time than was formerly occupied in learning a whole trade, 
and became an adept fully competent to to the work of a } :urneyman in that 
section in comparatively a few months. This economic change in certain trades 
was to be deplored, for the sectional trade workers became a machine and it 
was no good thing to become a mere machine exercising the muscle but not the 
brain. He wished to place out of the category the high-class trades to which 
he was glad some of the boys were put. Incidentally he wished to raise a note 
of warning on the woodwork trades, in which too large a number of boys seemed 
to be engaged. These were all sectional trades and there was ~ | over- 
production. Without laying down a hard and fast line it would be well if the 
apprenticeship to an unskilled trade was only for one year, to a sectional trade 
two years, to a whole trade three or four years, and toa highly-skilled trade 
for an even longer period. As to the hours of labour, he thought it inhuman 
to apprentice a boy to 12 hours’ daily work, and then to expect him to attend 
technical classes in the evening. He thought that a 10 hours day should be the 
rule, and felt sure that experience had shown the output of labour in a 10 hours 
day to be as satisfactory as that ofa 12 hours day. If the 10 hour day were 
made the rule for apprentices, they could attend the evening technical classes, 
and so become better workmen and even, as apprentices, more valuable 
to their masters. All the things he recommended, viz,, higher wages, 
shorter terms of apprenticeship and a maximum of ten hours 
a day, would be regarded as very much against the interests of the 
masters, and to compensate them the premium should be raised to £25. The 
ste time was particularly favourable for the changes, as the demand for 

oy labour was very great. If he were asked where was the money to come 
from, he would say the Hirsch Loan Fund if necessary. He was of opinion 
that no department of the Board had a better claim to the title ofa loan depart. 
ment than the Industrial Department, because its main principle was that every 
penny advanced had tobe refunded. It was perfectly legitimate that a portion 
of the Hirsch Fund should be devoted to the object. Of course with a shorter 
term of apprenticeship the period for repayment of the premiam would 
have to be prolonged bevend the term of apprenticeship, and the unpaid residue 
of premium would have to be regarded asa debt of honour, — by the ex- 
apprentice when earning journeyman’'s wages. The loss by thus treating the 
unpaid balance would be inconsiderable : for, on the Russo-Jewish Committee 
where money was lent to poor pzople without any security, the losses were 
very small, and the repayments were made with wonderful regularity. Mr. Joseph 
concluded by moving : 

That the Industrial Committee be iavited, ia concert with the Honorary Officers of 
the Board, to consider the expediency of re-adjasting the arrangements for 
apprenticeship; (1) In regard to the minimum wage, the rate of apprentice: 
wages generally, and the scale o' repayment of premium; (2) Ia regard to the 
duration of apprenticeship terms ; (B) In regard to the hours of labour, and to 
report to the Board, whether any and if any, what chang’s should be made io 
these or any other matters relating to appreaticaship. 

Mr. A. Mose.Ly seconded the resolution. 


_ Mr. H. H, Myer said that he would not oppose the motion. Though eac! 
int mentioned by Mr, Joseph had received constant attention they deserve: 
urther consideration. He could give explanations for the falling off in the 
number of apprentices and for cancellation of indentures, but it would be a waste 
of time to doso at that moment. He could, however, assert that his Committee 
had done all they possibly could. Owing to the size of the Industrial Committee 
he suggested that Mr. Joseph should amend his motion in the sense that six 
members of the Committee should be delegated to meet the Honorary Utficers, 
and he hoped that Mr. Joseph would consent to attend the Conference. 
Mr. N.8. Josep acquiesced in both suggestions. 


The PRESIDENT said that because no answer was given then to Mr. 
Joseph's statements it must not be inferred that they were unanswerable. 

Mr. J. 5. BAwLtn, as the oldest member of the Iadustrial Committee. 
oxgrenent the belief that none of Mr. Joseph's suggestions were likely to be 
practicable. 


In response to a suggestion by Mr. A. E. SypNey that an immediate reply 
should be given to Mr, Joseph's statements, 

Mr. H.H. Myer said that the falling-off was attributable more particularly 
to a lower class of applicants, No boy was refused if he could speak English 
and had been here at leasta month. This and the scarcity of boy labour con- 
tributed to the decrease. The temptation to earn higher wages was too much 
for a number of their apprentices, and this led to the cancellation of 
indentures, There was, too, but little chance of procuring good positions for 
boys of poor physique. The Committee did the best it could, but the fault lay 
with the material it had to deal with. Still there was a bright picture to be 
drawa on the other side, inasmuch as the Committee were able to point to for: 
mer apprentices who were now guardians of apprentices, or who were masters © 
apprentices. 


Mr. Joseph's motion, as amended on the suggestion of Mr. Myer, was then 
adopted. 


Miscellaneous, 

On the motion of the PaesiDENn’, the Executive Committee was requested 
to undertake the revision of the Lawsof the Board, and to report with a view to 
taking steps for the Board to authorise the necessary alterations. 

Letters were read from the sons and daughters of the late David Davis, for 
warding a contribution of £200 to establish the “ David Davis Apprenticiny 
Fund,” and from Mr. Lawrence A. Isaacs, on behalf of colleagues and friends of 
the late Lionel L, Alexander, forwarding a cheque for £245 83, to found the 
“ Lionel L, Alexander Memorial Fund,” : 

_ Mr, Asner I, Myers called attention to the fact that for some considerable 
time the fund for the relief of South African cases had been entirely exhausted. 
These cases entailed a serious expenditure on the part of the Board, for not 
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less than £500 would have to be a this year. It was right that gentlemen 
connected with South Africa should have their attention drawn to those cases 
with the view of special donations being given for their relief. 


The Presipent said that the question had assumed another shape, as the 
Board was called upon to look after the wives of men in South Africa, whom 
it would not be prudent to send out at the present time. 


Mr. M. A. Green reported a donation of £5 from the South London 
Jewish Local Charity, the appointment of Miss Nettie Adler, Mrs. F. 8. 
Franklin, Mr. B. L. Abrabams, and Mr. B. Mocatta on the Iadustrial Committee, 
and the receipt of parcels from the following Presidents of the Jewish Ladies’ 
Clothing Association : the Hon. Mrs. Clive Behrens, Mrs. L. Henlé, Mrs. Cecil 
Sebag Montefiore. Mrs. Leopold Seligman, Mrs. Meyer Spielmann, Mrs. M. A. 
Rozelaar, and Miss C. E. Waley. 

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair. 


Liverpool Jewish Board of Guardians. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual general meeting of the Liverpool Jewish Board of Guardians 
was held at the Syaagogue Chambers, Princes Road,on Sunday, Mr. I. Silverberg, 
President, in tie chair, There was a fair attendance of subscribers, but 
- only a small proportion of the leading members of the community 
was present. The list of attendances at the monthly meetings— 
published with the Report—also revealed the same unsatisfactory feature, and 
the meeting strongly endorsed the remarks of one speaker who expressed the 
none ee more active interest would be manifested in the important work of 
the Board, | 

The annual report and balance-sheet were submitted, and Mr. Ellis K. Yates 
initiated a bright discussion, in which Messrs. D. Gabrielsen, I. Silverberg, H. 
J. Davis, P. A. Benas, A. H. Samuel- Yates and the Rev. S. Friedeberg took part. 
Ultimately the report and balance-sheet were unanimously passed. 

Mr. I. Silverberg was re-elected President; Messrs. D. B. Coppel and 
D. Gabrielsen, Vice-Presidents: H. J. Davis, Treasurer; Rev. 8S. Friedeberg, 
B.A., Hon. Secretary ; Messrs. E. A. Behrend and Alphonse Beer, Auditors, 
and the following to fill the vacancies on the Board: Messrs. 8. Behrend, J.P., 
David Block, Walter Beer, Louis 8. Cohen, C.C., J. R. Grant, C.C., Lionel 
Gollin, 8. Kramrisch, H. W. Levy, R, Lipkin, R. Robinson, C. 8, Samuell, 
Joseph Samuels and Ellis K. Yates, 


A vote of thanks to the Hon. Officers was proposed by Mr. A. H. Samver 
Yates and seconded by Mr. Baron Srern, both gentlemen making special 
reference to the valuable services rendered by the President, Mr. Silverberg and 
the Treasurer, Mr, Davis, and their devotion to the work of the Board. While 
the meeting was awaiting the result of the Ballot, the Rev.S. Friedeberg brought 
forward a scheme for the appointment of a Health Visitor among the poor, and 
it was decided to summon a Special General Meeting at an early date to consider 
the proposition. | 

The following is an Abstract of the Annual Report :— 


The Board in presenting ite Twenty-fifth Anoual Report, cannot assure the com- 
munity of any decrease in the number of the poor, or of mach improvement in their 
general condition. The expenditure for 1900 shows an increase in almost every depart rent 
of relief, and amounts altogether to £300 in exc°ss of the previous year, the figures being 
respectively £1,160 and £849 The additional sume for Industrial purposes — i.c., 
in setting people up in business, or in purchasing tools for them—and particularly on 
Emigration cases, favour the hope that the position of many former applicsnts wiil thereby 
be materially ameliorated; but the relatively large amount of £80 by which reli+f to 
Resident cases has been augmented, pointe, it is to be fearei, to a state of cironic poverty 
among a c »neiderable proportion of the Board’srecipients. The numberof Pensioners bas 
risen during the year from 14 to 23. Consisting, as they do, of three classes—confirmed 
invalids, aged people, and widows, the Pensioners constitute a first charge upon the Board 
and it is the additional relief in respect of such cascs that accounts for nearly one half of 
the increased expenditure on Resident poor. The main feature, however, io the relief of 
the latter class is not the larger amount dispensed, but, as will be seen from the statistic: 
below, the frequency with which individual cases bave had to be assisted. The number of 
applications granted by the Rota has risen from 2,242 to 2,972, and the average for each 
case from 12°7 to 17 1, while the total for all classes uf cases reached 3,678 compared with 
2 601 last year. The increase in the ammount expended on casual cases is due almo-t entirely 
to the inflax of Roumanian refugees, which took place in tne summer of last year. 
In the additional work thrast on the Board through these circumstances, very great he!p 
was received from Mr. Cramer,a Roumanian coreligionist long resideat in Liverpool, 
Mr. Cramer attended the bi-weekly meetings of the Rota, and by his intimate koowledge 
of his countrymen and their lenguage, assisted the Board to distinguish between 
deserving and undeserving, and to arrive at a suitable decision in each individual case, 
and the Board takes this opportunity of placing on record its appreciation of Mr. 
Cramer's valuable services. hen possible, the refugees were assiste1 from the Macfie 
Faund—a fund steer it will be remembered, was left by the late Mr. Macfie for the benefit 
of persecuted Jews of any nationality. In otner cases the burden was burne by the ordinary 
fandsof the Board. The Pa of the Bon Marché g.ve their usual handsome contri- 
bution of £60 for special distribution during the New Year holidays, and a like sum was 
voted by the Old Hebrew Congregation. The New Hebrew Congregation ma‘e a grant 
of £15, and the Fouptains Road and Crown Street Synagogues contributed their ueual 
donation of £2 26, gach. The festival appeals yielded the sum of £112, being a slight 
‘ocrease over last year's result; while other donations amounted to £149, compared with 
<1 10 1899, Among the contributors were Mr. and Mrs. Maurice Cohn, who sent £50 on 
‘oe Occasion of their silver wedding and in memory of the late Mr. Louis Benas ; and also 
Mr. B. Newgaes, who gave £10 10s. in celebration of his daughter's weddicg. The kindly 
‘nterest manifested in the local poor by these former Liverpool residents was a source of 
additional pleasure to the Board in receiving their gifts. Tae Board further records 
its gratitude to the Liverpool Needlework Guild, and also to those thoughtful friends who 
have sent parcals of —s @ most useful form of assistance. The poor boxes aided £75 
to the income, a sum slightly below last year's yield ; it is, however, expected that the issue 
of a considerable number of new boxes, to which Mr. A. H. Samuel-Yates, Chairman of 
the Box Committee, bas given much attention,. will produce an increasing revenue from 
this soarce in fature years. The Bard expresses its appreciation of the services of Mr. 
Baron Stern, the new Hon. Secretary of the Box Committee, who has shewa 
pe zeal and energy in connection with the work of this department. The 
n Committee is able to report a gratifyiog year's work. hicty-one loans 
have been granted, being five more than last year, while the repayments 
represent 80 per cent. of the amount lent as compared with 66 per cent. in 1899. 
he Medical Expenditure of the Board shows a decrease (the figures being respectively 
£20 and £12) due to the care exercised by the Rota in granting doctors’ notes, and in pre- 
venting unfair advantage being taken of this department of relief. In ali necessitous 
Cases medicines, surgical instrumente, and often medical attendance are readily granted. 
The thanks of the Board are tendered to Dr. Loewenthal, whois good enough to see at 
his Dispensary, free of char 6, all cases of sickness recommended by the Rota. In the 
early part of the year, the Rev, H. M. Silver, who acted as Secretary of the Board since 
re establishment, was compelled to resign owing to continued ill-health. The Board 
sewandes to Mr. Silver a resolution expressing its sympathy and according its apprecia- 
on of his long services. To fill the vacancy, the Rev. J. 8. Harris was elected, an 
qPPolntment which the Board believes to be of a highly satisfactory nature. The Board 
aura attention to the faci that it closed the financial year with a debt balance of 
4, and unless there is an immediate improvement in ite anoual income the small

THE RABBINICAL DISPUTE AT LEEDS. 


TEXT OF THE CHIEF RBABBI'S AWARD. 


The following is the fall text of the Award of the Chief Rabbi in his 
Arbitration in connection with an action in the Chancery Division of the High 
Court brought by Nathan Sinsohn against Israel Hyman Daiches and others, 
seeking an injunction, damages and other relief against them in connection 
with the exercise of duties, as Rabbi of a Beth Hamedrash at Leeds :— | 


Whereas by a certain apeeemens in writing bearing date the twenty-sixth 
day of April Oae Thousand Nine Hundred and One made between Nathan 
Sinsohn on the one part and Israel Hyman Daiches, Archer Levi and Hyman 
Goldberg of the other part after reciting that an action was then pending in 
the Chancery Division of His Majesty's High Court of Justice wherein the 
said Nathan Sinsohn was Plaintiff and the said Israel Hyman Daiches, Archer 
Levi and Hyman Goldberg were Defendants whereby an injunction was claimed 
by the said Nathan Sinsohn as against each of them the said Israel Hyman 
Daiches, Archer Levi and Hyman Goldberg as therein set forth in the claim, for 
damages for the acts therein mentioned and an injunction as against the said 
Israel Hyman Daiches and an account for fees as therein mentioned, for further 
and other relief in the premises of the said claim and costs, and it was agreed that 
the same andall questionsand matters in difference between the parties be referred 
to the award and fiaal determination of me Hermann Adler the Chief Rabbi of 
the United Congregations of the British Empire and whereas it was further 
agreed that I should be at liberty to order and determine what I should think 
fit to be done by any or either party respecting the matters referred and should 
have all the powers of direction and certifying which a Judge would have had 
on trial of the said Cause and that my decision should be binding final and 
conclusive on all parties and whereas the said parties having appeared before me 
on the twenty-ninth day of April One Thousand Nine Hundred and One and 
having heard and considered the allegations witnesses and evidence of all the 
said parties concerning the premises Ido now hereby make this my award in 
writing of and concerning the premises in manner following that is to say tbat 
I award find and adjudge that: 

As to the issues raised on the first paragreph in the Statement of Cleim in 
this action that the said Nathan Sinsoho is the daly —, Rabbi cf the 
Central Synagogue of the Jews in Leeds and of the Chevroth or Sccieties 
connected with or dependent on the same. He and Rabbi Herzog are nct the 
General Rabbis of the Jews for the City of Leeds except in respect to: e tair 
duties clearly defined in the communication on that head addressed by me 
the Presidents of the Central and New Briggate Synagogues respectively 
October the thirty-firat One Thousand Eight Hundred and wit 
which they the said Nathan Sinsohn and Rabbi Herzog were well acquainted 
before this action arose. : 

As to the second third and fourth paragraphs I find that the same are 
correct in substance, 


As to the fifth and sixth paragraphs I find that the same are not 


substantially correct. 

As to paragraph seven I find that the said Nathan Sinsohn has no such 
rights as claimed by him therein. 

As to paragraph eight I fiad that the same is correct in substance. ~ 

As to paragraph nine I find that the same is not correct in substance. With 
regard to the Plaintiff's claim I award hold and adjudge: 

1. That the Plaintiff the said Nathan Sinsohn is not entitled to an injunc- 
tion as asked to enable him to enter the Beth Hamedrash as the President and 
Vice-President have declared that they never intended and do not now intend 
to exc'ude him. I hold however that it is their duty to find for the Plaintiff a 
suitable seat near the Ark whenever he attends the said Beth Hamedrash in 
virtue of his being the Rabbi of a sister Synagogue. He is now entitled to an 
injunction to restrain the Defendants or either of them from interfering with 


the exercise and enjoyment of duties functions and privileges as Senior or ° 


Head Rabbi as there exists no such official in the City of Leeds nor has he been 
appointed Ravoi of the Beth Hamedrash. 


bs And I hold the Plaintiff is not entitled to damages on the last-named 
head. 
3. I hold and adjadge that there is no evidence that the Defendant Israel 
Hyman Daiches has hitherto interfered with the Rabbinical duties exercised by 
the said Nathan Sinsohn in the City of Leeds. ‘To obviate difficulties on this 
head in future I find and adjudge that the said Israel Hyman Daiches is not 

ermitted to exercise any of the duties at present devolving upon the said 
Nathan Sinsohn and the said Rabbi Herzog as defined in the said communica- 
tion referred to in paragraph one and that he is only entitled to decide religious 
questions for the members of the Beth Hamedrash, ic, those who pay for 
seat-rental and have seats allotted in the same, and to preach and to teach in the 
Beth Hamedrash. And I declare that my official sanction of the said Israel 
Hyman Daiches as Rabbi of the Beth Hamedrash is contiogent on his acting in 
accordance with this limitation, I also fiod that the Plaintiff is not entitled to 
an account of fees as in the Statement of Claim asked for. 


4. As to the fourth claim of the Statement of Claim I hold and adjudge 
that neither of the parties is entitled to any other relief. 


5. Laward and adjudge that neither of the parties is entitled to costs as 
against the other for the following reasons infer alia: 


(a) That the said Nathan Sinsohn acted most improperly and hastily -in 
bringing this action of law; he was fully aware that I was desirous 
and willing to hear the case and to do justice the case being essentially 
and exclusively of an ecclesiastical nature, 

(b) The Defendant Israel Hyman Daiches acted improperly in coming to 
Leeds although warned that his coming would cause grave dissension 
and refusing to meet the said Nathan Sinsohn for the purpose of 
referring the matters in issue to me before the writ in the said action 
was issued. I hold and adjudge that the Defendants Goldberg and 
Levi are not entitled to costs as against the said Nathan Sinsohn 
inasmuch as there is evidence that they induced the said Israel 
Hyman Daiches to assume the post of Rabbi of the Beth Hamedrash 
well knowing that this would cause grave dissension and that they 
did not exercise discretion and judgment in inducing the said Israel 
Hyman Daiches to obviate the said action at law. I therefore adjudge 
that each party has to pay his own costs. | 


In conclusion I earnestly recommend and ask that the members of the 
Central Synagogue and the said Chevroth pay to the said Nathan Sinsoho a 
weekly sum sufficient to maintain him and his household. I further ask and 
recommend that the gratuities and uniary support received by him before 
February last be continued to him. In witness whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand this thirtieth day of April One Thousand Nine — and One,

There appears to be very little British and nothing 
brotherly in the new league which has been founded 
with the somewhat whimsical title of the British 
Brothers League. The inaugural Meeting was 
held a few nights ago and we are told that its members have 
banded themselves together with the object of ‘ promoting legislation for 
prohibiting the immigration of alien paupers.” This goes a step further 
than even Lord Salisbury or Sir Howard Vincent have ventured, for they in

their wildest flights confined themselves to “regulating” alien 
immigration, ‘ Prohibiting” immigration smacks somewhat of an 
admixture of Draco and Mrs. Partington. The 


League woald 
portend all sorts of serious things were it not for the fact that 


England might as well try to prevent the Atlantic rising against her shores 
as to stop aliens from landing on them, and that precious few paupers ever 
seck to do so, even if we invest the term with an altogether illegal 
significance. Bot Mr. Marray Gathrie, M.P., the chief British 
Brother who spoke at the meeting, was at least candid. He disdained all 
quibbles about alien and pauper—he called the immigration he wanted to 
promote legislation for prohibiting, by its clear name, ‘‘ Jewish.” His objection 
to Jewish immigration was that Jews “hold aloof” from the Christian 
population, and his remedy was assimilation. But, alas! the hon. 
member for Bow did not explain how the prohibition of the 
immigration of those he desires to see assimilate with the Christian 
population would promote that doubtless well-intentioned desire. 
We suppose we ought to feel flattered at this invitation to 
Jews to come over and be mixed. What, however, is to be the exact 
process? Is it to be religious? If so, does anyone suppose that the alien 
pauper, or the pauper alien, will become a better and more desirable 
citizea when, to adopt the Chief Rabbi's phrase, he shows him- 
self a bad Jew and becomes a worse Christian? Is it to be social ? 
If so, the Jew from abroad assimilates English customs and 


habits with remarkable celerity, and Canon Barnett and Mr. Bryce 
sre lamenting that the foreign Jew has, of late, shown a tendency to 
assimilate some of what is badin English ways in addition to all that is good. 
Mr. T. lt. Dewar, M P., declared his intention of “ pegging away” at the 
question in Parliament until it was solved. Brave words! Mr. Dewar, 
however should recollect that he holds his seat in Parliament by the votes of 
these very so-called ‘alien panpers,” and the recommendation of such men 
as Lord Rothschild and Sir Francis Montefiore. (rratitude in politics we 
suppose is impossible, but surely Mr. Dewar might appreciate the farce 
of his holding the seat he does and pegging away to get Parliament to 
inflict, at this time of day, a disability upon our people—his constituents and 
his sponsors included—by prohibiting Jewish immigration, which his Parlia- 
mentary colleague so accurately defined as the object of the “ Brothers’ ” 
brotherly attention. :

The elections of the United Synagogue rarely create 


The much more than a faint ripple on the placid surface of 
Synagogue the communal waters; and last Sunday the ripple 
Elections. was fainter than ever. The elections themselves 


gave rise to no interesting contests, the candi- 
dates for the office of Parnass were in all cases, save one, allowed to pass un- 
challenged, and the proceedings attracted an exceedingly small proportion 
of what we may call the “ Synagogue [Electorate.’ At the Great Syna- 
gogue only 26 seatholders took the trouble to record their votes, or scarcely 
more than 5 per cent. of the members. On the other hand, the Central 
Synsgogue, which attracted the greatest number of voters, could only boast 
of some 100 of its seatholders having gone to the poll, /.¢, about 25 per 
cent. of its total voting strength. The voters at the other synagogues ranged 
between these extremes of five and 25 per cent.; and it would 
be erring on the side of liberality to assume that a fifth of the seatholders 
of the United Synagogue felt sufficient interest in their synagogues to exervise 
the franchise on Sunday last. It would be interesting to compare these 
figures with those shown at similar contests by the smaller synagogues of the 
Federation. In secular affairs, the polls at the various elections are much 
more impressive, numerically. Thus at the last General Election, between 
70 and 75 per cent. of the London voters polled—and that, too, on an old 
register. .\t the recent Borough Council elections, again, 40 per cent. of the 
electorate voted—a considerable advance on the 15 or 18 per cent which went 
to the polls under the dead Vestry regime, while at the recent County Council] 
contest, the voting in many cases was decidedly heavy. 


lt is easy to exaggerate or misinterpret the significance 

of these scanty synagogue attendances, and to cry 
out that the seatholders attach no value to the franchise. 
Bat one should not forget that the seductive arts of the 
secular candidates are not in evidence at synagogue elections. There are no 
public meetings, no carriages (with the one exception of the Central Syna- 
gogue), no walls pasted with rhythmic and pictorial appeals, and very little 
of the whipping up of supporters which are such prominent features of an 
ordinary contest. And the probability is that if these wiles were permissible 
in the Synagogue sphere—and we hope they never will be—the electoral 
returns would have a different tale to tell. It might even be argued that 
the utter lack of excitement displayed is a very good sign, that it proves 
the Synagogues to be in the henpy condition of having no history, and 
that dolness and prosperity are preferable to excitement and unrest. 
There is a great deal to be said for this view, but can we 
be quite sure that what is apparently the (uietude springing from contentment 
is not really the lethargy born of indifference. In none of the synagogues 
did the discussion last Sunday rise above a dead level of uninspired 
parochialism. In _ scarcely a single instance did the presiding 
warden, when taking a survey of the congregational position, do 
more than refer to the synagogue balance-sheet, the profit and loss account 
of the house of worship. Is it quite a sound inference from 
this to assume that there are no spiritual problems in Jewry, nothing but the 
time at.which ‘‘ Shool was over ” on New Year's Day to discuss, little save 
petty questions of £ s. d. to worry the thoughts of the United Synagogue ? 
There are many who will prefer to arsame that the fewnees of voters and the 
unattractiveness of their discussions are the result of spiritual lassitude, as 
well as of a narrowness of imagination and slowness of vision which prevent 
them from seeing all that the Synagogue might be made to be in the life ol 
the London Jew. 


Apathy or 
Prosperity ? 


The French Republic was said to devour its own 

Retirement of children. If Algeria does not exactly devour its own 
M. Jonnart. rulers, at least it wears them down and quickly sends 
them back to more congenial spheres. Like Ireland, 

it is the severest of administrative schools, and like Ireland it may 
become the grave of many reputations. The latest Governor-General to lay 
down his office is M. Jonnart. This gentleman was an able and impartial 
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ruler determined to suppress violence and see justice done, From the 
moment he set foot in the Colony he showed that there would be no 
paltering with anti-Semitism, so far as he conld effect that 
object, and until very recently he succeeded well enongh in 
his purpose. The late disturbances, however, must have considerably 
shaken his determination, and his retirement—covered by what may 
be only the usual diplomatic plea of illness—is the inevitable 
result. French Jews will sincerely regret his resignation, bat no 
one will imsgine that the event can mark the beginning of a 
new policy in Algeria. Apart from the purely moral considerations 
(which a man like M. Waldeck-lousseau is not likely to ignore) 
the condition of the colony is not such as to jastify any pandering to racial 
antipathies. Algeria, which ought to have a very fine future, has already 
suffered untold misery through internecine strife. Race and religious con- 
flicts have resulted in leaving the Municipalities in the hands of frothy 
agitators or reckless fire-brands, with the result that there is no sign 
of civic vitality. Jnter arma silent leges. But it is not only 
laws that are dumb, bnt the grateful murmur of national industry 
and labonr. T[’arleying with anti-Semitism means encouraging the low 
class Ital ans and Spaniards aad all the separatist elements in the conntry. It 
means that not a man of the 50,000 garrison can ever be withdrawn, and it 
means, further, distraction in the presence of a Mussulman element ever keen, 
vigilant and anxious to throw off the Christian yoke. The> recent incident 
at Marguerite (only 80 miles from the scene of Ri sis’s performances) 
is ample testimony to this Mahommedan danger to Algeria. One 
day the Ssili-ben-Senassi may come down from Wadasi and Borku with 
some of his six million fanatical Mussulman followers. The French kaow 
better than to prepare the colony by internal quarrels for so dangerous and 
formidable an enemy. . 


Tbe article on the Stock Exchange Centenary which 


The appears in another colamn, describes the notable 
Stock part that members of the Jewish commanity 
Exchange have taken in the development of that institation. In 
Centenary. addition to the historical interest attaching to such a 


record it has a moral valae. The connection of the 
Jews with the Stock Exchange has often formed the subject of unjast com- 
ment. Not only is the nomber of its Jewish members assumed to be much 
larger than it really is, but people talk and write of this institution in a 
curiously faliacious manner, ignoring the indispensable purpose it eerves In the 
promotion of public enterprise. Withont the existence of some euch 
organisation modern commercial life would be inconceivable. In 
such ai city as London, which has grown to the financial 


eentre of the world, the Stock Exchange is necessarily a corporation . 


of uniqueimportance. Jo its credit it may be said that it has lived up to 
its high responsibilities. Jews have no occasion to feel anything but prond 
of their connection with this great institution. As the artiele referred to 
ind'cates, many Jewish members have been men of the highest commercial stand- 
ing, who, by their enterprise and ability, have contributed, in no small measure, 
to build up the financial supremacy of the British Empire. Nor 
have their talents been confined to finance. They have been 
no less distinguished for their philanthropy, and it is a remarkable fact 
that some of onr most zealous commans! workers sprang from their 
ranks. The Goldsmids and the Rothschilds, if not members of the Stock 
Exchange, have been cl sely connected with it, the Montefiores, the Mocattas, 
the Cohens, men like Mr. Manne] Castello, Mr. Noah Davis, Mr. Daniel 
Marks, and the late Simon Waley and Lionel Alexander, have combined 
in an extraordinary degree devotion to the interests of the community 
with the successful pursuit of stockbrcking or dealing. Men of this 
type will compare favourably with the members of the Stock Exchange as a 
whole, and with persons who have risen to eminence in other departments 
of commercial life. | 
We are once more pained to read in the general press 
Indecorum sensational reports of a“ Riot in a Synagogue.” Even 
ata when stripped of the reporters’ embroidering and em- 
Chevra. bellishment, there is evidently sufficieat substance in 
the report to make the occurrence a source of regret to 
the commnnity. But thongh the descriptive headline reads “ Riot in a 
Synagogue,” it ought to be borne in mind that in this and similar instances 
it is not a regularly organised synagogue which is the scene of dissension, 
but a small unimportant rival Chevra. In the present case at 
Sunderland the so-called Synagogue was not even under the jurisdiction 
of the Chief Rabbi, who had moreover not recognised its minister. 


It is idle, therefore, to attach much importance to the Sun- 
derland disturbance, or to treat it as a breach of decorum 
in a recognised Jewish House of Worship. The incident 


was no doubt deplorable, but one should make allowance for the different 
standards of culture prevalent among the members of small provincial 
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Bethels and Synagogues where more enlightened methods prevail, 
It must teke some time for the necessary levelling up of the 
provincial standard to be effected, but the day will come when 
internecine Chevra quarrels will, if not quietly settled by the con- 
gregants themselver. be decoronsly submitted («s in the cess of Leeds) to the 
arbitrament of the Chief Rabbi. Dr. Adler's award in the Leeds qnarre] 
(the full text of which is published in another colamn) should now effectually 
pat an end to astrife which could only have been persevered in to the 
shame of the community and the material and moral loss of the litigant< 
themselves.

Proposed American Jewish Historical Exhibition. 
> 

At the last annual meeting of the American Jewish Historical Society, held 
in Philadelphia last December, a Special Committee was appointed to consider 
the advisability of holding an American Jewish Historical Exhibition, The 
report of this Special Committee in favour of holding such an exhibition was 
presented at a meeting of the Executive Council of the Society, held at the 
residence of the Hon. Oscar S. Straus, on Sunday, the 2sth ult. The Council 
unanimously resolved that such an exhibition should be held in the City of New 
York under the auspices of the Americin Jewish Historical Society in the 
winter of 11-2. It was also resolved to invite various Jewish organisations, 
national in scope, to co-operate in arranzing for the proposed exhibition; such 
as the Jewish Publication Society, the Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions, the Central Conference of American Rabbis, the Orthodox Jewish 
Congregational Union, the Hebrew Union College, the Jewish Theological 
Seminary, the Council of Jewish Women, the Jewish Chautauqua, the National 
Conference of Jewish Charities, the Federation of American Zionists and the 
Jewish Fraternities, 

The intention is to exhibit historical records illustrating the history of 
Jews in America, including such objects as Colambuss earliest accounts of his 
discovery, written in the form of letters to secret Jews of Spain, Washington's 
letters to Jews, portraits, miniatures and prints of American Jewish celebrities, 
photographs, charts and prints of Jewish Synagogues and institutions, collec- 
tions of all books written by Jews in America or pertaining to American 
Judaism, histories of institutions, manuscripts and autographs, etc. The 
exhibition of objects of Jewish ecclesiastical art and Jewish antiquitics 
generally has also been proposed. It was the opinion of those present that 
numerous objects of interest, beauty or value hidden away in Jewish households 
and institutions will thus be brought to lght and that the study of Jewish 
history generally, of American Jewish history and of American history as well, 
would be greatly furthered by such exhibition, and publications projected in 
connection with it. The educational advantages of such an exhibition in illus- 
trating the eminent services of the Jews in America from the discovery on, 
impressing these facts both upon Jews themselves and the American public 
generally, were also emphasized as important considerations in favour of such 
an exhibition, 

Along those present at the meeting on the 28th ult. were: Dr, Cyrus Adler, 
President of the American Jewish Il:storical Society; Hon. Oscar 3S. Straus ; 
Dr. Herbert Friedenwald, Hon. Simon W. Rosendale, Mr. John Samuel, Judge 
Mayer Sulzberger, Professor Richard Gottheil, Hon, N. Taylor Phillips, Messrs. 
Mendes Cohen and Max J. Kohler, of the Executive Council of the American 
Jewish Historical Society, and Hon, Jacob H. Schill, Messrs. Joseph Jacobs and 
Leon Hubner, of the Special Committee. Among the members of the Special 
Committee that recommended in favour of holding the exhibition but were 
prevented from attending Sunday's meeting, were: Rev. Dr. Wm. Rosenau, 
Mr. Arnold W. Brunner, Rev. Dr. G. Gottheil, Mir. Wm. J. Salomon, Mr. Julius 
Rosenthal, Rev. Dr, David Philipsou aud Mr. Clarence I. De Sola, 

Committees will shortly be appointed to make the necessary arrangements 
for holding the exhibition, securing the co-operation of other national organi- 
sations in the undertaking, and for securing the loan of historical objects 
suitable for exhibition purposes.

se is to collect and distribute clothing (of which 1,231 garments were collected 
ast year and 1,061 distributed), to enquire into aud treat on their merits local 
cases for relief, and to finance and organize a sewing class for East End factory 
girls, This class meets weekly at Deal Street Board School, Mile Ead New 
Town, and is managed by a certificated School Board teacher, a professed cutter, 
an hon. superintendent and a rota of members of the Guild and their friends ; 
however, more help in this direction is earnestly needed. Every effort is made 
to improvg the general tone of the class, both mentally and morally, and especi- 
ally to induce its members to take advantage of the free instruction hitherto 
supplied by the Schoo! Board in various subjects, viz., Cooking, Millinery, Home 
Nursing, French, German and Sborthand. A subscription has been opened at a 
Central Lending Library for working girls’ clubs for the purpose of supplying 
the girls with wholesome literature. Social evenings and musical entertainments 
have been provided during the year. With the valuable assistance of the 
Factory Girls Country Holiday Fund, twelve girls who saved two-thirds of the 
amount required were in August last sent into the country for a week, the 
balance being defrayed by the Guild, which also sent a cripple girl away to the 
seaside. The rest of the class was taken for half-day summer outings to the 
Crystal Palace under the supervision of various lady members of the Guild.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Deputy Schneider, copying the Prussian anti-Semites, has submitted an 
interpellation in the Austrian Parliament with reference to the practice of 
some Jews to change their names. 

Dr. Sigmund von Bubics, Bishop of Kashau, lately celebrated his eightieth 
birthday. In reply to a letter of congratulation from the Jewish congregation, 
the Bishop declared that he had done nothing more than the fulfilment of his 
mission, which embraced the promotion of toleration and neighbourly love. 


Of 703.448 inhabitants of Buda-Pesth at the last census, 166,198 were Jews. 
FRANCE, 
A correspondent of the Archives Jsraélites, signing himself J. M. Hart, 
advocates the opening in Paris of Jewish boarding bouses conducted on English 


lines. He is of opinion that such homes would attract English families, and he 
asks that the Jewish Chronicle should make his suggestion known in this 


country. GERMANY

forbidden at the public abattoir in Potsdam. 


A number of windows in the Synagogue and Mikveh at Konitz were 
broken some nights ago, The perpetrators were boys between eight and eleven 
years of age. 

Privy Commercial Councillor Jacob Baron Von Mayer died in Coburg on 
the Ist inst. He enjoyed the friendship of the late Duke Ernest of Saxe 
Coburg and Gotha, the predecessor of the late Duke of Edinburgh. The 
deceased was a thoroughly observant Jew. On the day of the funeral, the 
American Consul-Genera!, Dr. Hughes, had the Stars and Stripes hoisted at 
half-mast in token of mourning for the loss which commerce had sustained by 
Baron Von Mayer's death. 


Baroness von Cohn-Oppenheim has been unanimously elected an Honorary 
Citizenness of Dessau. On the anniversary of the death of her father, the late 
Baron Moritz von Cohn, the Chief Burgomaster proceeded to the Baroness’s 
house where he handed her the certificate which had been artistically 
engrossed, 

To commemorate the completion of fifty years’ labours in the judicial 
service by Privy Judicial Councillor W. Freund, the Faculty of Laws at the 
Breslau University has conferred on him the degree of Doctor honvris causa,

_Although ithese classes are held at the Jews’ Free School, with Mr. M. 
Kaizer, B.Sc, (Headmaster of the South London Jewish Schools) as principal 
teacher, they are — undenominational and are managed, iadependeall of 
the School, by a Committee of Jews and Christians of which Mr. J. Goddard 
Clarke, L.C.C., is Chairman. Classes were held during the year in tailor’s 
cutting, cabinet making and drawing, wood-carving, design, manual training, 
chemistry, shorthand and type-writing, commercial arithmetic, bookkeeping. 
Classes in First Aid to the injured and in swimming and life-saving were held 
once a week, Twelve students were awarded the Proficiency Certificate of the 
Life Saving Society ; nine sat for the Book-Keeping Examination of the 
Society of Arts, the result of which has not yet been published, Last September 
the Classes were withdrawn from tle Board of Education and placed under the 
Technical Education Committee of the London County Council. The Classes, 
as now reorganised, form a purely Technical School, and it is hoped in time to 
attract a greater number of apprentices and improvers from the various trades 
followed in the vicinity, The most successful Classes have been the Tailor's 
Cutting Classes, The average age of the Students is over eighteen years, and 
about fifty have been taught during the season. The Wood Carving Class is 
also likely to become very successful in time. 


The Mission of Israel.—Mr. Israel Zangwill has granted another inter- 
view, this time to the Daily Mail (per Mr. G. T. B. Davis). He is rh 
that the Jewish mission is to be a moral beacon-light to the world. It isa 
noble destiny, and we hope he isright. He takes pride in two modern move- 
ments, the one Zionism, which he frankly classes as political; the other the 
intellectual revival culminating in the issue of the Jewish Encyclopxdia, which 
the Jewish Chronicle had the privilege of inaugurating in England. He regards 
this intellectual effort as the codification of the Jewish law, our morals, our 
religion, the consolidation of a spiritual community scattered over the face of the 
entire earth ; and he r 8 it with the more hope because it is impossible, he 
avows, for Palestine to absorb more than a nucleus of the Jewish race. 


Russian News. 


The Governing Senate has defined that Jews of the First Guild who have 
carried on business in Kieff during five years, acquire the privilege to reside in 
any part of Russia they may choose. 


Writing in the Kievlianixn from Zlatopole, a correspondent remarks about 
the local Jewish Hospital . . This is, properly speaking, an International 
and not a Jewish Hospital, for in the absence of any other kindred institution, 
this Hospital is open to every invalid without distinction of creed. This is also 
the case with all Jewish Hospitals in other towns; they serve the interests of 
the entire population but are maintained by the Jewish communities, that is on 
the sums derived from the Meat Tax. Unfortunately, however, requests for 
grants from this source for the maintenance of these np pee are very often 
met with difficulties from those in power. This was also the case at Zlatopole, 
where a petition to that effect presented by the local Jewish community a year 
since has not been satisfied as yet. 


According to the Russkiv Vicdomosti, the condition of the population of 
the Podolia Government who have suffered from the failure of the crop last 
year, is as bad as that of the population of Bessarabia and the Government 
of Kherson. The Jewish colonists share the right of an Imperial grant given 
to the peasants ; but all the other Jews of the ten townlets of the Balta District 
who are affected by the famine are, by the permission of the Minister of the 
Interior, supported from the sums belonging to the Meat-Tax of which hitherto 
more than 20,000 roubles has been expended, 


Jewish Labour News. 


The International Boot and Shoe Workers’ l nion is just at present face to 
face with a serious crisis, fraught with peril to the workers of the trade 
generally. It will be remembered, how sudden has been its growth and develop. 
ment, to the end of last year, when the successful termination of a general 
lock-out brought up the number of its members to the respectable figure of 
about 1,700. But it was a = of excitement and enthusiasm predestined, 
like all such periods in the history of man and movemsnt:, to be followed by a 
stage of evanescence. Had the leaders foreseen and made due provision to 
avert it. the Union would certainly have maintained its original position. The 
signs are, however, far from encouraging as to the ultimate maintenance of its 
former strength, unless something of a practical nature be immediately 
attempted in order to smooth over the present difficulties. 

Almost all the Jewish Unions in the past have undergone similar crises, 
brought about by similar causes, External aggression, in the shape of petty 
lock-outs, and strikes fostered by some employers, in sheer alarm at the Union s 
influence in the workshor; disputes that cannot always be ended favourably to 
the Union men, entail a great deal of arduous toil on the responsible officials, 
and denude the funds. Thus, external aggression is the prime cause of cor- 
responding internal strife and disagreement, and of impatient individuals 
gradually leaving the fold. This disheartening feature is bound to react 
on the discipline of the rank and file, and also on the energy and hope of the 
officials, who are compelled to remain with Gideon's faithful three hundred 
fighting the bitter struggle to the end. 

The strength of the Union in question, however, is still considerably over 
a thousand, bay its former enthusiasm is still flickering. But the officials have 
scarcely yet had a respite from disputes and strikes, which generally require 
heavy expenses; .hough at the present juncture the funds are limited. 
For their incessant labours, the Chairman and Secretary receive weekly salaries 
of £2 and 303. respectively; and against the salary of the former a section of 
the members have strenuously set their faces. They think that the Union's 
first duty should be the creation of a substantial fund, which it can never dream 
of having without reducing the management expenses to a minimum. A 
meeting was held at Christchurch Hall, and another meeting in the evening of 
Saturday last; when the question was discussed. It was admitted on 
all hands that the Chairman is an excellent man, and has _ rendered 

eoman service to the Union, The Chairman himself is of opinion, that the 
ciety is in great need of his services, and should, therefore, not embark on 
false economy. He bitterly complained of the personal jealousy which 
prompted the suggestion of doing him injustice. When he joined, the Society 
numbered seventy members, and its success was owing to his efforts.

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JEWISH STUDY SOCIETY. 


THE TEACHING OF HEBREW. 


A well-attended meeting of the Jewish Study Society was held on Thursday 
evening, the ‘th inst., at the residence of Mr, and Mrs. Henry Lucas, 
46, Gloucester Square. The meeting was convened to hear a paper by 
Mr. Israel Abrabams, M.A., on “ The Teaching of Hebrew,” and the chair was 
occupied by Mr. Henry Lucas, The following is a summary of the paper. 


Mr. Israel Abrahams’ Paper. 


Mr. Abrahams said that educational experts were at present not in such 
complete agreement in regard to the method of teaching languages that one felt 
inclined to dogmatise on the subject. At the same time, one need not fear the 
charge of unsettling firmly established principles, for no such principles 
existed. A really good teacher can attain excellent results by almost 
any methods. But in educational science one has to deal mostly with 
teachers of average ability, and to them method is all-important. And 
it is specially so in the case of those who are not trained teachers, 
but amateurs—using this word in its best sense to signify mothers and 
fathers who take up the task of teaching because they love their children, 
Valuable Blue Books have been issued by the Education Department on the 
teaching of dead languages and living languages. Hebrew possesses analogies 
to both and identity with neither. Jews have to decide between two alterna- 
tives, Either Hebrew must be abandoned in their public worship, or it must 
be rendered so intelligible that it will not stand in the way of a free communion 
with God. Hence, said the lecturer, while I sympathise with those who would 
discard Hebrew from the service, | cannot share their views. (Once you use a 
fixed liturgy in prayer the free expression of feeling is already curbed. The 
loss of present emotion involved in the use of Hebrew is more than compen- 
sated for by the gain of past emotion that accrues from the preservation of so 
ancient and sacred a liturgy. Although it is quite clear that either Hebrew must 
b+ given up in the service or we must learn it, many people are so illogical that 
they will do neither. The lecturer felt convinced that Hebrew is taught more 
largely to-day than in any period of Anglo-Jewish history, but the more was not 
enough, and to teach it properly one might have to commence all over again. 


Mr. Yellin’s Method of Teaching Hebrew. 


Mr. Abrahams then proceeded to expound the method of Mr. David Yellin, 
an accomplished teacher of Hebrew in Jerusalem, who during the past few 
months has published a work in four volumes, entitled SO" ‘D> NIP, It repre- 
sented the best and most systematic attempt that had ever been made to teach 
llebrew on sound principles. With the appearance of these volames Hebrew 
teaching had entered on a better era, and the general adoption of Mr. Yellin’s 
method was only a matter of time. Mr. Yellin proceeds on no revolutionary 
lines. The novelty of his system consists rather in its application to Hebrew. 
It is based upon the principle of imitating the process by which a child acquires 
its mother-tongue, It is now fully conceded by educationalists that a new 
language must be taught by means of itself, and not through the medium of the 
old language. And the new vocabulaty must be learnt not by translation into 
the mother-tongue but by direct association with the objects and ideas whose 
james are to be acyjuired. Then also before the child reads a word, the word 
should already stand in the child's mind for the idea it represents. If Hebrew 
were first taught orally a child, in learning to read, would recognise words that 
were old friends, and could almost teach himself to read. Three months of 
familiarity with the Hebrew names of things in the nursery, the 
street or the school-room, would give a child a govd send-off in 
the learning of the language, and smiles would take the place of 
tears. In a word, Hebrew must be made attractive, by being taught as a 
language, and not asa collection of strange expressions. The atone stated 
that he knew a little six-year-old child who was acquainted with fifty or sixty 
llebrew words, which she never translated but recognised immediately in 
relation to the objects themselves, or to pictures of them. And he could cite 
many other instances in which this method of learning Hebrew had succeeded 
admirably, Mothers might urge that, however admirable the system, they 
could not teach it without the assistance of a manual in the vernacular, That 
assistance would be given them by a work which Mrs. Henry Lucas was 
preparing on the lines of Mr, Yellin’s book.

But 
the one thing he would impress upon every father and mother was the supreme 
educational authority in regard to the religious and moral instruction of their 
children.

ance required improvement, There were hopes of celebrating the next annual 
general meeting in the new vestry room of a new synagogue, The Building Fund 
was progressing favourably, about £1,200 had been received or promised, and with 
the anticipated assistance of thenew Associate Synagogue Scheme he trusted their 
efforts would soon be successful. The present site was regarded as having lost its 
central position, anda more favourable aud suitable site was now being considere:! 
and negotiated for. The Hospital collection, owing principally to the efforts of the 
children of the Classes and others, was the largest on record collected by this 
synagogue, a sum of £34 11s. having been handed to the Hospital Sunday Fand. 
It may not generally be known, but 1n connection with this small community there 
is a synagogue, a voluntary Choir, Religion Classes, a Ladies’ Society, a branch 
of the Orphan Aid Society, and a Social and Literary Society. There is also a 
local Jewish Charity Fand to which many members contribute, a representative 
is sent to the Board of Deputies and an annual contribution given to the Chief 
Rabbi's Fand. If the general community could look a little distance and see 
the good attempted to be done in this ote of the great metropolis, more . 
eager and willing assistance would forthcoming to help their cause 


The Treasurer, Mr. ALrrep ALVAREZ, submitted the annual report and 
balance sheet which, on the proposition of Mr. B. Jaffa seconded by Mr. M. 
Bloomberg, were unanimously adopted,

“ELECTION SUNDAY,” 


Sunday last was “ Election Sunday” in the United Synagogue, when the 
annual elections of Wardens and members of the local Boards of Management, 
the biennial elections of Representatives at the General Council of the United 
Synagogue and the triennial elections of Representatives at the Board of 
Deputies were held at the several Constituent Synagogues. There were rather 
more changes than usual, The most exciting contest was at the Central Syna- 
gogue, where Mr. Joseph Trenner ousted (by a majority of nine votes) Mr. 
Joseph Pyke as one of the Wardens. This was the only instance of a contest 
for the position of Parnass. At Hampstead there was a “tie,” and there will 
probably be a recount of votes, for Representatives at the Council ; necessitating, 
it may be, another election for Financial Representative. The former Financial 
Representative was —_——_ " to the ofliceof Warden at Bayswater, New West 
End, St. John’s Wood and Hampstead. Mr. Israel Gollancz was elected (top of 
the poll) a Representative at the Council at both the Bayswater and Hambro’ 
Synagogues, choosing the former constituency, The other changes were of 
more local than general interest and are duly given in the reports below. 
It is worthy of notice that the Financial Representative of the New Syna- 
gogue (Mr. Mark Moses) will form a probably useful personal link between 


the United Syn wogue and the Federation of Synagogues, of which he is the 
Treasurer.

The poll was the smallest on record at this synagogue, and only a handful 
of members waited to hear the result. The explanation is to be found in the 


circumstance that with the exception of one seat for the Council there was no 
contest, 


Mr, ROSENFELD, in reviewing the past year's work, said he sincerely 
regretted that more youug men did not come forward to serve the synagogue as 
representatives. He was getting old, and it was time that young men should be 
trained to take the places of their elders, It was strange that young men could 
not be induced to take the same interest in the United Synagogue that they did 
in the communal charities. The income of the Great Synagogue had increased 
in 1900, and if there had been also an increase in expenditure this was solely due 
to their having had to pay higher taxes to the United Synagogue. The 
Rothschild Fund stood at £1,175 and the Legacy Fund at £571. £1,493 had 
been spent from tbe Surplus Fand towards repairs and redecoration. 
Lord Rothschild had generously contributed £500 for the. same 
purpose—indeed, but for this gift he did not know what they 
should have done—and a few other gentlemen had given £55, one 

resenting £15 to provide more comfortable accommodation for the poor. 

heir many years savings had been reduced from £20%) to about £400, and 
during the present year inroads would have to be made on this balance. The 
membership had increased by 12, wuereby the Synagogue had become entitled 
to an additional representative on the Council; but he regretted that ladies 
would not take seats, the number of seats let in the gallery having come down 
to the miserable figure of 56. Much to their regret the Committee had agreed 
to continue the Special Sabbath Afternoon Services for the Working Class ; 
because, whilst with few exceptions the Synagogue was practically empty when 
addresses in English were delivered, it was crowded when Maggidim discoursed 
in a jargon which ought never to have been permitted, and which could not 
benefit the younger prosratoe. He personally regretted this result the more as 
the experiment of Children’s Services had been tried and failed. Dealing with 
the future, Mr, Rosenre.p thought the time had come when a gentleman should 
be appointed to the combined offices of Ministerand Secretary. There was ample 
work for another minister in the East End. He also called attention to the 
passing need of providing residences for the two Readers, Mr. Rosenre.p

Although he did not 
desire to Sag ee separate votes of thanks, yet he did not think that the grati- 
tude of the congregation was equally deserved by all. He thought the gentle- 
man who was most deserving of their gratitude was the one who was retiring— 
because of the exemplary manner in which he had discharged his duty. How- 
ever much the congregation appreciated the work of Mr, George Bendon, he 
was sure they would have been more pleased if they could have had the pleasure 
of once again re-electing him Warden. 

e resolution was adopted, and it was decided to record the zealous service 
of Mr. George Bendon in a illuminated testimonial which will be presented to 


m. 
Mr. GEORGE BENDON, in responding, said that during the period that he 
held the office of Warden he had tried to do the best in his power to further the 
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interests of the synagogue. He would, however, still be able to oxercise that 
same interest,as he had been re-elected on the Board of Management, He 
would be almost in the same position as before, with the exception that he 
would not have quite so much responsibility. In quitting office he had the satis- 
faction of knowing that he was succeeded by two gentlemen with whom he had 
worked as colleagues for some considerable time. He felt quite sure that they 
would give even more vigorous interest to the requirements of the synagogue 
than he had done, and it was with confidence that he left his position to his 
successors. The synagogue had maintained the success of previous years. 
That was saying a great deal, as in past years the Bayswater Synagogue stood 
practically alone. Of recent years it had been surrounded by other synagogues, 
which had taken away a large number of old seatholders of the Bayswater Syna- 
gogue. It had, of course, new members, but not to the extent of those it had 
lost ; notwithstanding, it held its own among the other synagogues. He ~— 
that it would continue, not only in its present successful fiaancial position, but 
in its prestige and in the general condition of its affairs. 
The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Scrutineers. 


Central Synagogue. 


Considerably increased interest was manifested in the election at the 
Central Synagogue, no doubt occasioned by the contest for the office of Warden. 
A larger poll was recorded than ever before at this synagogue, nearly five times 
as many votes being given as at the last election ; a total of {) recorded their 
votes. Mr. Josern Pykr, Warden, presided at the ballot. 

Messrs. R. C. Davis, 8. H. Goldberg and J. H. Jacobs were appointed 
Scrutineers, 

After the close of the poll the CrAtrMaNn expressed his pleasure at the 
manifest revival of interest in the affairs of the congregation. Among the 
voters he had oe nang many who were seldom seen in synagogue, but never- 
theless their attendance at the election showed that they had not lost interest 
in syn ue affairs, The healthy competition for positions in the manage- 
ment of the s ogue, which he had never ceased to advocate, was already 
haviog a beneficial effect, and presuming that the result of the ballot would 
evidence a desire on the part of the seatholders for a change ia the Wardenship 
of the Congregation, he proposed to give a general idea of the efforts which he, 
in conjunction with Mr. 8. E. Moss and the members of the Board of Manage- 
ment had exerted during their tenure of office. When he was first elected to the 
office of Warden the synagogue was indebted to its Financial Representative 
to the extent of £5). Circumstances had altered since then, and now the syna- 
gogue was always in possession of surplus funds never amounting to less than 
three or four hundred pounds. One of the improvements in the synagogue 
service of which he felt proud, was the practice of reading aloud the Ten Com- 
mandments every Sabbath, The abolition of the second reading of the Ameedah 
had also, he believed, tended to improve the service. Mr. Pyke referred to the 
measures that had been taken to increase the attendance at synagogue on 
Sabbath by attracting the children of the Westminster Jews’ Free School. 
Any further steps that might be taken in that direction he was content to 
leave to whomsoever the satholders might entrust with that duty, and the 
best wishes and assistance of tlhe present Wardens would always be given, 


Mr, Joun HaRRIs moved a vote of thanks to the Board of Management 
for their services during the past year. He expressed profound regret at the 
illness of the senior minister, the Rev, D. Fay, and added asa rider to the reso- 
lution that a letter should be sent to the Rev. D. Fay expressing the ardent 
hope that he would speedily recover from his illness and return to his minis- 
terial office. 

Mr. N. L. Conen said that there could be no difference of opinion as to 
their hearty appreciation of the value to the Central Synagogue and to the com- 
munity of the unostentatious, devoted, and invaluable work of the Rev. D. 
a _He therefore cordially seconded the resolution proposed by Mr. John 

arris. 

Mr. N. L. Conen then proceeded to refer to a passage in the annual report 
having reference to the payment by the Central Synagogue of £100 a year to 


the United Synagogue towards redemption of the lease of the synagogue when it | 


expired, 


The CHAIRMAN ruled that it was not in order for Mr, Cohen to speak upon 
the report. 


The resolution proposed by Mr. John Harris was then carried. 

Mr.58, E. Moss, in reviewing matters of interest to the congregation that had 
occurred since the last meeting, said that the membership stood at the same 
figure as last year, and the finances, although not as flourishing as last year, were 
still satisfactory. The decrease in the revenue from seat rental was due to the 
fact that the higher price seats were not as a rule taken by new members. The 
Religion Classes were in a fairly flourishing condition, but he was sorry to 
announce that it would be impossible to hold the Special Service for Girls on 
the 19th inst., in consequence of the absence from England of the Rev. D. Fay. 
The members of the Synagogue would be glad to know that the Financial 
Representative, Mr. Asher Isaacs, had made the kind offer of replacing the 
evens pulpit by a marble one which it was believed would considerably enhance 

he beauty of the Synagogue. Mr. Moss in conclusion alluded to the loss sus- 
tained by the Synagogue owing to the death of two members, Mr. Lionel L. 


Alexander and Mr. David Davis, whose work for the community was unremitting 
and valuable. 


Mr. N, L. Coen expressed the hope that in the course of the ensuing year 
the Board of Management would take into consideration the desirability of 
making a permanent record of the payment that would be made to the United 
Synagogue under the arrangement by which it was agreed to contribute towards 
a fund for the redemption of the lease of the Central Synagogue when it 
expired. He desired that when the time came for the United Synagogue to

In every movement for the benefit of the syna- 
gogue, and for the improvement of its service, Mr. Pyke has been my faithful 
colleague; he has in some instances initiated, and always supported these 
improvements, and we can truly say that we leave office with the consciousness 
that we have kept the Central in the first rank of the constituent synagogues of 
the union. It is not for me te discuss as to whether at the present juncture a 
change of Wardens will be beneficial to the interest of the congregation ; the 
verdict just delivered appears to have decided that point. But, personally, I 
cannot consent to retain office, deeming, as I have said, the result of to-day’s 
voting a censure on our management. This I may say—that my interest in the 
well-being of the synagogue to which I have been attached for so many years 
will be unabated, and | Zerventis hope that at the expiration of their term of 
office our successors will be able to prove to the seatholders the same financial 
success that bas attended our efforts in the service of the synagogue. I beg to 
tender formally my resignation of the office of Warden. 


Mr. Josep TRENNER said that he could not restraina feeling of surprise 
at the attitude taken up by Mr.S.E. Moss. He had from the outset made it 
clear that his candidature for the office of Warden could notin an or 4 be 
regarded as betokening want of appreciation of the services rende both by 
Mr. Joseph Pyke and by Mr. 8. E. Moss, who was therefore wholly unjustified 
in regarding the result of the poll in the light of a vote of censure. Mr. Joseph 
Pyke had overand over again stated that he would welcome the advent of new 
blood in the congregation, and remembering that statement he had accepted the 
invitation to contest the seat. He thanked all those who had recorded their 
votes in his favour. As far as he wasconcerned the unexpected had happened, 


He certainly had made an attempt to succeed, but he considered that the effort — 


was due to his supporters, But the pleasures of victory were alloyed by the 
knowledge that it was gained only by the defeat of such a valued worker as Mr. 
Joseph Pyke. 

Mr. N. L. Cohen, Mr. Felix A. Davis, and Mr. Joseph Pyke all appealed 
to Mr. 8. E. Moss not to allow the meeting to conclude even under the sugges- 
tion of his resignation, 


Mr. S. E. Moss stated that he considered it was desirable in the interests of 
the synagogue that new Wardens should take the place of the old. ee 

We have authority to state that Mr.S. kh. Moss has decided to retain his 
office as one of the Wardens. 


Borough Synagogue. 


The poll at this synagogue was only of a formal character, for the candidates 
in excess of the number of vacancies had all withdrawn their names. The 
attendance was in consequence very meagre, but far from indifferent to the 
proceedings.

Some strong expressions were heard as to the absurdity of keeping 
the seatholders waiting about for two hours when the votes of the sevea first 
arrivals would be sufficient to return cays poor candidates. The two hours 
were largely occupied with the deprecation of such mere formalities, but interest 
centred in the exhaustive report presented by Mr. A. J. Heron, who presided, 
on the congregational history of the expiring year. Mr. Heron's address was 
warmly applauded. It dealt with many subjects, from the system of distributing 
“ mitzvos,” by which every family in the congregation was enabled to take an 
active share, if willing, in Divine Service during the High Festivals, down to 
the improvement effected in the choir through the co-operation of Mr. M. Kaizer, 
B.Sc., the headmaster of the adjoining school, in the instruction of the choir boys 
from musical notes, and the introduction of choral Evening as well as Morning 
Services. The Chairman mentioned that 130 or more children had been present 
at the special Atonement Service for young people ; and his report revealed ir 
many other directions the expenditure of a considerable amount of energy, 
religious, educational and philanthropic, in connection with the Synagogue. But 
whether from the apathy of most Jewish residents in South London, or probably 
rather from the wide area over which they are scattered, many quite beyond 
reasonable walking distance from the synagogue, the results were found to be far 
from commensurate with theeffortsmade. Thus, the past year had been financially 
deplorable, the Chairman said ; but a vigorous crusade against the tendency of 
new residents to remain “unattached Jews” was in progress; and a constant 
canvass was kept up, with frequent reminders of the Synagogue’s existence and 
of the privileges to be derived from membership. The present year had begun 
well ; but so much lay beyond the control of the Executive, that he could only 
express hopes, not assurances, They would at least deserve success, even if 
they did not attain it. 

A discussion followed, in which a wide range of subjects was dealt with. 
Among others, Messrs. J. A. Cohen, H. B. Cohen, B. Lyons, P. Last, E. Teller, 
and E. M. Travis spoke. A hope was expressed that the Wardens might find it 
possible to foster the practice of interchanging pulpite, more especially 
when the local Minister was already preaching elsewhere. In answer 
to questions the Wardens explained that they had withdrawn an 
application to the Council for the sppointment of the Rev. M. L. Cohen, the 

der, as an officer of the United Synagogue, under a misapprehension. It 
transpired that Mr, Cohen had held the t of Choirmaster for over twenty- 
five years, and had officiated as Reader for more than half that time, but only 
as a local official. Several speakers urged that in recognition of this long 
service his desire to rank as an officer of the United Synagogue merited sympathy 
and support. The project was recommended to the ena 4 of Management wit 
a view to the taking of active steps to carry it out. Some time was occupied 
with the discussion of a scheme submitted by the Minister, the Rev. F. L. 
Cohen, for the formation of a “ Funeral Insurance Society” on the lines 80 
successful in Stepney and South Hackney. The details explained, 
approval was hearty and unanimous ; ’ | Mr, Cohen stated that he would in 
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consequence proceed with the formation of a Provisional Committee to carry 
his proposition into effect. 

The two hours’ waities having been thus occupied with a discussion of quite 
a harmonious nature, Mr. MeieR Isaacs was appointed Scrutineer, and announced 
that every candidate had received the qualifying number of votes. 


The proceedings closed with the customary votes of thanks.

The general condition 
of the congregation showed the same satisfactory progress and there was not a 
vacant seat, e hoped that the synagogue would continue to prosper and that 
the members would strive to promote its interests, and that there would always 
reign peace and goodwill among them.—(Cheers.)

Although a fair number of seatholders attended to record their votes at 
‘lls synagogue thé proceedings were not marked by any show of excitement, 
‘he nomination paper was an exceptionally light one, there being no contest 
for Representatives at the Council, and only eight gentlemen poing to the poll 
tor the seven seats on the Board of Management. Messrs. 1. Appelboom, 8. 
Ue Smith and Isaacs Myers acted as Scrutineers. 

After the closing of the poll the usual general meeting of seatholders was 
ueld, Mr. Lewis Levy, Warden-President, occupied the chair, and was supported 
by Mr, David Moses (Warden) and Mr. Henry Harris (Ficancial Representative). 

(he CHAIRMAN briefly addressed the seatholders present on the progress of 
the synagogue during the past year. He considered the report which had 
been issued to them was one upon which they might be congratulated, and he

of the synagogue, since he had of recent years taken a very small part indeed in 
its administration. The credit for the steady progress that had been made both 
in the finances and in the general activity of the synagogue, was due, not to 
outside inflaence, but to the local managers of the congregation, who devoted 
‘hemselves to the interests of the synagogue.

| mendable zeal, gathered in their accounts, they were fortunate in having the 
a. airs of their congregation in competent hands. He remembered that when he 
held the office of Financial Representative many years ago, when the congrega- 
yee was made up of more wealthy members than at the present time, they 
ae Paired of raising the income to four figures, but now their present Treasurer, 
‘tr. Henry Harris, bad the satisfaction of seeing the income reaching to £1,210, 
a record figure upon which the Treasurers of the United Synagogue justly con- 
eratulated them. The voluntary offeriogs of the members reached a very high 
average for a congregation situated in so poor a district, and this, together 
"vith the generous gifts in celebration of domestic events, given by individual 
members, was evidence of the popularity which the synagogue enjoyed. He 
noticed in the report a note of warning with reference to the falling-off in the 
huaber of members consequent upon their removal to other districts.

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


Mr. Claude G. Montefiore on ‘‘ Reverence."’ 


Year by year, Mr, C.G. Montefiore grows in spiritual power and in delicate 
graces of style. But his tlowers are too apt to blush unseen. His recent essay 
on Friendship” was unhappily printed for private circulation only. His two 
lectures on Marcus Aurelius will apparently not be printed at all, though they 
liave made their influence felt for good at Jews’ College and at the Maria Grey 
Training Institute, It is all the more pleasing, therefore, that Mr. Montefiore’s 
address on “ Reverence,” delivered before the London and Manchester Froebel 
Societies, has not shared the fate which he has allotted to his other ethical lectures 
- — in the April number of Child Lise (George Philip and Son, Fleet 
Street), 

He starts with an easily recognised feature in reverence, its implication of 
personal inferiority, of willing admiration of superior greatness or merit. 


_ Hence reverence is the arch-foe of conceit, the ally of a noble humility, And as conceit 
i¢ the greatest barrier to progress, and one of the vilest of human failings, we can see at 
voce that to instil a proper reverence is a sovereign aim of all true education. 

But reverence and admiration are not identical. Men may reverence what 
they can hardly be said to admire; they often admire what they cannot rever- 
ence. Reverence may be directed towards what is above us (as when we 
reverence God) or below us (as when we reverence achild). First for what is 

above "Us. But in what sense“ above”? Better, wiser, more endowed by 
“pportunity, set in authority, of higher position, more exalted in rank’ Mr. 
Montefiore points out how anciently all these various senses of ‘‘ above" were 
mixed up and confused. After considering obvious cases, such as parents and 
teachers, he faces the real problem: “ Who is my superior’ Why should I 
havea superior?” Here is his answer to this, the question of many who with no 
ignoble souls hold reverence to be degrading : 

7 True reverence is no badge of servitude, but a prerogative and a privilege of our 
common humanity. It implies humility, but it also suggeste aspiration. Just because we 
often seek to imitate that which we reverence, it remains for us anideal. There are 
F sons whose capacities, qualities, or characters we cannot possibly hope to imitate at all. 
Nery ceay would realise the folly of not reverencing the genius of Tennyson or of Watts, 
although we are waeey Smengeate of imitating it. So, too, in-the sphere of goodness 

i 


a iy are neighte to which we can only look up, but which we ourselves shall never reach. 
* 18 & sign of a smug or vulgar soul to be only able to recognise such virtue as is within 


its own grasp. 
_ Bat what of persons in authority? Mr. Montefiore shows how the 
principle of authority may be reverenced even in a bad man as ruler, how the 
revolt against bad authority may become a revolt against authority in general, 
and “ the loss of fear involve a distaste for reverence.” But Mr. Montefiore 
nds exaggeration in Carlyle'’s famous saying: “True is it that in these days 
4 man can do almost all things, only not obey.” Very well turned is the passage 
about virtue in the lowly and the exalted. Anyone of a lower civilisation who 
acts up to his lights deserves as well of God as the most cultured saint, but yet 
the latter may be and is higher than the former, Quoting from Ruskin, Mr, 


need of cultivating true reverence since the traditional awe of authority is now 
so much weaker, 


Before the law all men may bes equal, aad, in a certain sense, before God they may 
be equal too, but the mark of noble manhood is to recognise not my «qual but my superior. 
That in station you are above me does not prove that I am essentially your inferior. But 
the opposite trath needs to be equally emphasised: superior in station may also mean 
superiorin worth. And, if it does mean it—even if through no merit of yours—then, if I 
reverence your worth I am no snob, and, if I do not, I am a fool. 


Mr. Montefiore then takes up the theme of the reverence due to innocence 
and purity. He has some fiae remarks, too, on the manifestations of tender- 
ness and delicacy of mind which most higher forms of reverence imply and 
demand, the reverence for beauty, for the mystery of life, for the past. 


The past with its struggles ani its teara, its achievements, and its sacrifices, shall we 
have for itnoreverence’ We would fain show some gentle regard even for ite wayward 
errors, ite mistaken fanaticiems, its lost ideals, its foolish yearnings, its impossible hopes. 
It is this tenderness and delicacy of mind which show themselves, oidly enough, in both 
directions —towards the great and towards the little, towards the heroes of the earth and 
towards the buman floteam and jetsam which has encumbered its shores. True reverence 
should lead to toleration, or rather that deeper recognition towards which, as Goethe says, 
toleration should be only astage. The really reverent miad will feel sure that great 
causes are not rooted in nothing buterror. He will seek to penetrate towards a better 
understan jing of the great actors upon both side: of a religious or political arena. He will 
not care to rake up or dwell upon their petty failings or defects. With tender and deli- 
cate reverence he will expose, if needs must be, their errors and weaknesses. 


_ Mr. Montefiore proceeds to show how there must even be reverence towards 
imperfection and failure, Then, finally, he points out how at the bottom of 


mystery of life, the mystery of the world. It is this mystery which must always 
be envisaged and dwelt upon with awe, and it is this sense of mystery which 
education must take care to foster and maintain,” This is perhaps the finest 
thought in the whole discourse—the call for reverence towards ideal truths 
which are always mysteries to the understanding, towards the marvel of our 
own personality. As a practical moral, the lecturer advocated the cultivation 
of imagination, admiration, and awe. And here is the closing passage :— 


Meanwhile, for those teachers, who, followers of Froebel in this as in other respects, 
accept the religious interpretation of nature and man, it becomes of intense importance 
to do all they can tocaltivate in the children entrusted to them that fundamental sense 
of religious awe which is the condition and source of all true reverence. Reverence for 
beauty and wisdom and goodness in every one of their natural or human manifestations 
depends upon the reverence of God, which, to apply the definition of Cole.idge, is the 
perfect syuthesis of love and fear. Nor must teachere forget that itis not easy for little 
children to criticise and analyse holy and beautifal things without eome loss of reverence 
and bumility. They cannot yet distinoguisa—many grown-ups have the same difficalty— 
between the principle.and its embodiment. The good and the holy and the pure must be 
absolute and yet particular; chil jiren cannot easily be expected to reverence the imperfect, 
to perceive the pathos of the stru rgle between the lower and the higher, to appreciate the 
law of religious growth, of the many waye of the self-fu'filment of God. It és not difficult 
to apply these cautions to our treatment not only of the Bible, and of many religious 
customs and ceremonies, but also of history asa whole, If the great heroer, and the great 
teachings and actions of the past cannot yet be reverenced with their human admixtare of 
imperfection, far better that the imperfection should be ignored, than that reverence 
thould be in je>pardy. 

In Natur -teaching mustit not be the same’ Rivetattention on that which is awful 
through its beauty, its order, and its mystery, not through its horror, ite abnormality, or 
its pitiiessness. Beauty, goodness, wisdom must first be appreciated and recognised, 
before the mind is strong enough to make explanations for, or to bow submigsively before 
evil. We must learn to revereace God, in awe and love, for all that is good and wise and 
pure, before we can learn to reverence: Him, none the less,and perhaps—tuch is the marvel 
of faith—even all the more, in spiteof what seems or is ugly and evil. Then, throughout 
our lives, reverence may be to us still the radiant “ angel of the world.” I. A. 


‘*Robert Annys: Poor Priest.’ 

“Robert Annys: Poor Priest,” by Mrs. Annie Nathan Meyer (Macmillan) 
is an admirable piece of work. The story tells of the popular rising in the early 
years of the reign cf Richard Il. The great socialistic movement against the 
oppression of the governing class, the spirit of religious liberty in opposition to 
the corrupt Catholic Church, a spirit that survived to animate the Reformatior, 
are herein finely portrayed. The book is the result of long and careful study, 
but Mrs. Meyer has the rare gift of so using her authorities as to draw from 
them a vivid and convincing picture of the times ; there is no trace of pedantry 
or antiquarianism. Some of the descriptive passages could hardly be too bigbly 

raised, and the writing is marked throughout by a distinction of style anda 
shows and sympathetic penetration. The novel is frankly of the type that aims 
at giving a picture of the times rather than at telling a story in which the 
historical setting is not so much expressed as suggested, of the type marked by 
“ Romola”’ rather than by “ or “ Barry Lyndon.” ‘The love tragedy 
that for a time draws Robert Annys away from the cause of which he is the 
devoted leader, though extremely pathetic, is not worked out so fully as it 
might have been, and the story as a whole is somewhat episodic in character. 
This is the only blemish we can find ina really notable book. We hope that 
Mrs. Meyer will give us another story soon, for she is one of the few authors 
who can write a historical novel, and not a novel that is merely a history.

The CHAIRMAN, in summing up the past year’s record, said that it was 
with mixed feelings that he now addressed the meeting from the chair. It was 
rather more than nine years since he was elected one of the Wardens, and 
he had great pleasure in being able to say that he seemed to have made friends 
with ever mem ber during that time. He was warned when he became a 
member of the Preliminary Committee that he would make enemies right and 
left, but instead of that, he added, the members were firmer friends than when the 
Hampstead Brgegogne was started. He was leaving office at a time when he 
had the best of feelings towards everybody, His connection with that syna- 
gogue was not entirely of a religious nature, He had collected for the Board 
of Guardians and other bodies some thousands of pounds, and with that record 
he was satisfied to take his place as one who had done his duty, After the 


extension of the building was finished there would be nothing to do but to keep 
a hand lightly on the tiller and guide the lovely ship straight ahead. One 

articular thing he was proud of was that the Board of Management 

ad been able, through the care of Mr. Alexander Jacob, to carry out the 
extension without coming on the members privately for asingle penny. The 
one matter of complaint he had was that they had gone through a year without 
a single present being made to the Synagogue. They were now spending some. 
thing like £4,000, of which £3,000 was to pay for the extension, and with the 
other £1,0)) they proposed to carry out several other, though smaller, improve. 
ments, such as for instance the replacing of the ugly fence in front of the Syna- 
gogue by a neat railing, etc. He would be pleased to give a hint to anyone who 
thought of making a present but who did not know exactly what the Synagogue 
required, To take an example, it was only the other day they found out that 
the Synagogue did not possess a little silver tray. He mentioned that to a 
gentleman who happened to be a silversmith and he met with the reply “ Ver 
well, you can have it.’ That was the spirit he liked to see. He had always h 
the greatest encouragement from the members and as long as that was forth- 
coming he would go on begging. He was extremely obliged to them for the 
manner in which they met him. They had overlooked his faults, forall men 
have faults, and he would assure them that anything he could do for the 
Hampstead Synagogue he would be always willing to do. 

Mr. 8. Moses said that that was rather a unique occasion, being the last (at 
least for a year) at which Mr. Lyons would preside as Warden. They would 
not be doing what was incumbent on them if they did not pass a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Lyons for his services during the past nine years. But that was not the 
whole of his record. For the three years previous to those he was a member of 
the Preliminary Committee and Mr. Lyons had collected quite one half of the 
funds necessary to do the work of building the Hampstead Synagogue. If 
Mr. Lyons had received enevouragement from everybody, his own geniality and 

ood nature were the causes of the pleasantness with which he had been met. 
He would like in that connection to read them an extract from a letter he had 
received from their Minister, the Rev. A, A. Green, written in pencil from 
Darban and which ran as follows: “If this reaches you in time I trust you will 
mention at the election proceedings how sorry | am not to beable to pay a 
personal tribute to Mr, Lyons. No one knows as well as I do how self- 
sacrificing and earnest he has been in the interest of our congregation. Mr. 
Lyons has set up a standard during his term of office which I am sure will be 
everybody's oridie to see kept up to its high level. Mr. Lyons is a really good 
fellow through.and through and I can say so for the best of reasons,” With the 
sentiments expressed in that letter they must all agree. Mr. Lyons however 
was not going to leave them entirely. He would still be a member of the Board 
of Management, a representative at the Council, and Chairman of the Building 
Committee. He would therefore propose that this meeting of seatholders of 
the Hampstead Synagogue offers a sincere vote of thanks to Mr. Lyons. 

Mr. Avex. Jacob, in seconding, said that if Mr, Lyons had been able to 
collect money it was because he had never hesitated to give himself, He might 
mention that Mr. Lyons was making, at an expense of £100, a present of all the 
electroliers to the synagogue, Mr. Lyons was always eager to do all the work 
he possibly could. As it was no longer a secret he hoped that the ladies and 
gentlemen who had received circulars inviting them to contribute towards a 
remembrance of Mr. Lyons, would show their appreciation of his work by 
responding heartily towards the invitation. 

Mr. 8. Gorer, as one of the rank and file, supported the motion. 


Mr. Lyons, in responding, said that the letter from Mr. Green gave him 
the greatest pleasure. The positions of Warden and Minister were such that 
sometimes friction was caused between the respective occupants, But with 
Mr. Green nothing of the sort had been the case. Mr. Green and he had 
always been on the best of terms. He could say the same of other officials, 
notably their Beadle, Mr. Charles Abrahams, who had always done his work 
satisfactorily. The Rev. Mr. Stoloff was a man for whom they must all have a 
feeling of respect. They had always worked in a spirit of harmony in the 
synagogue, He believed it was intended to place his effigy in that room as 4 
remembrance of his work. He would like his children to look on that portrait 
as a record of his work and he would like them to follow his example. 

Mr. S. GorER enquired what was proposed to be done as regards the 
appointment of a Reader. Mr. Stoloff gave satisfaction. He had evidently 
been educated for a Chazan, and the voice of the congregation had declared 10 
his favour, He would propose as an instruction to the Board of Management 
that prior to the re-opening of the synagogue the members should proceed to 
elect a Chazan. 

Mr. H, LEHMANN seconded the motion. 


Mr. ALEXANDER JAcop thought it would be unwise to elect a Reader 
before the re-opening of the synagogue, as the building would be larger, and !t 
might happen that a voice which would suit the smaller would not suit the 
larger building. 

Mr. Frank I. Lyons asked Mr, Gorer to withdraw his motion, as the 
matter was before the Board of Management. 

Mr. Lawrence A. Isaacs asked if anything would be done—as they had 
been told the finances were so fourishing—to lower the seat-rentals. — He would 
also like to call attention to the cause of the indisposition of their minister, 
Rev. A, A. Green, who was obliged, in order to augment his income, to do work 
outside that connected with the pepo gre He would like to know whether 
some arrangement could not not be made to relieve Mr. Green of the necessity 
of augmenting his income by undertaking such additional work. 

Mr. Avex. Jacon said that although they had a surplus at present, it would 
all be gone before the end of the year, and it was therefore impossible to lower 
the seat-rentals. As regards Mr, Green that matter had already been considered 
by the Honorary Officers, and he hoped the Board of Management would, at 
pm proper time, consider their views and decide upon some action in the desired 

irection. 

After further discussion leave was given to Mr. G orer to alter his motion 
as follows: That prior to the next Passover the members should be invited 
to elect a Chazan. 

The motion, which was seconded by Mr. H. LEHMANN, was then put to the 
vote and unanimously carried, 

After a vote of thanks to the Scrutineers the poeeee ee terminated. 

Owing to certain alleged irregularities which occurred during the election, 
a recount or fresh poll was demanded by one of the candidates for mens ge 
tative at the Council, and the matter is now before the Honorary Officers of the 
United Synagogue.

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


Mr. Claude G. Montefiore on ‘‘ Reverence."’ 


Year by year, Mr, C.G. Montefiore grows in spiritual power and in delicate 
graces of style. But his flowers are too apt to blush unseen. His recent essay 
on “ Friendship” was unhappily printed for private circulation only. His two 
lectures on Marcus Aurelius will apparently not be printed at all, though they 
liave made their influence felt for good at Jews’ College and at the Maria Grey 
Training Institute, It is all the more pleasing, therefore, that Mr. Montefiore’s 
address on “ Reverence,” delivered before the London and Manchester Froebel 
Societies, has not shared the fate which he has allotted to his other ethical lectures 
: ro in the April number of Child Lise (George Philip and Son, Fleet 

reet), 

He starts with an easily recognised feature in reverence, its implication of 
personal inferiority, of willing admiration of superior greatness or merit. 


Hence reverence is the arch-foe of conceit, the ally of a noble humility. And as conceit 
is the greatest barrier to progress, and oue of the vilest of human failings, we can see at 
voce that to instil a proper reverence is a sovereign aim of all true education. 

But reverence and admiration are not identical. Men may reverence what 
they can hardly be said to admire; they often admire what they cannot rever- 
ence. Reverence may be directed towards what is above us (as when we 
reverence God) or below us (as when we reverence achild), First for what is 

above” us. But in what sense“ above”? Better, wiser, more endowed by 
pportunity, set in authority, of higher position, more exalted in rank’ Mr. 
Montefiore points out how anciently all these various senses of “ above" were 
mixed up and confused. After considering obvious cases, such as parents and 
teachers, he faces the real problem: “ Who is my superior? Why should I 
have a superior?” Here is his answer to this, the question of many who with no 
ignoble souls hold reverence to be degrading : 

True reverence is no badge of servitude, but a prerogative and a privilege of our 
common humanity. It implies humility, but it also suggests aspiration. Just because we 
often seek to imitate that which we reverence, it remains for us anideal. There are 
peasees whose capacities, qualities, or characters we cannot possibly hope to imitate at all. 

verybody would realise the folly of not reverencing the genius of Tennyson or of Watts, 
although we are —— incapable of imitating it. So, too, in-the sphere of goodness 
on are heights to which we can only look up, but which we ourselves shall never reach. 
‘¢ 18 & sign of a smug or vulgar soul to be only able to recognise such virtue as is within 


its own grasp. 

3 But what of persons in authority? Mr. Montefiore shows how the 
principle of authority may be reverenced even in a bad man as ruler, how the 
revolt against bad authority may become a revolt against authority in general, 
and “ the loss of fear involve a distaste for reverence.’ But Mr. Montefiore 
finds exaggeration in Carlyle’s famous saying: “True is it that in these days 
4 man can do almost all things, only not obey.” Very well turned is the passage 
about virtue in the lowly and the exalted. Anyone of a lower civilisation who 
acts up to his lights deserves as well of God as the most cultured saint, but yet 
the latter may be and is higher than the former. Quoting from Ruskin, Mr. 


Montefiore proceeds to show the happiness resulting from reverence, and the 


need of cultivating true reverence since the traditional awe of authority is now 
80 much weaker. 


Before the law all men may be equal, aad, in a certain sense, before God they may 
be equal too, but the mark of noble manhood is to recognise not my ¢ qual but my superior. 
That io station you are above me does not prove that I am essentially your ioferior. But 
the opposite trath needs to be equally emphasised: superior in station may also mean 
superiorin worth, And, if it does mean it—even if through no merit of yours—then, if I 
reverence your worth I am no snob, and, if I do not, I am a fool. 


Mr. Montefiore then takes up the theme of the reverence due to innocence 
and purity. He has some fiae remarks, too, on the manifestations of tender- 
ness and delicacy of mind which most higher forms of reverence imply and 
demand, the reverence for beauty, for the mystery of life, for the past. 


The past with its struggles ani its tears, its achievements, and its sacrifices, shall we 
have for itnoreverence’ We would fain show some gentle regard even for its wayward 
errors, ite mistaken fanaticisms, its lost ideals, its foolish yearnings, its impossible hopes. 
It is this tenderness and delicacy of mind which show themselves, oidly enough, in both 
directions —towards the great and towards the little, towards the heroes of the earth and 
towards the buman floteam and jetsam which has encumbered its shoree. True reverence 
should lead to toleration, or rather that deeper recognition towards which, as Goethe saye, 
toleration should be only astage. The really reverent miad will feel sure that great 
causes are not rooted in‘nothing buterror. He will seek to penetrate towards a better 
understan jing of the great actors upon both side: of a religious or political arena. He will 
not care to rake up or dwell upon their petty failings or defects. With tender and deli- 
cate reverence he will expose, if needs must be, their errors and weaknesses. 


Mr. Montefiore proceeds to show how there must even be reverence towards 
imperfection and failure. Then, finally, he points out how at the bottom of 
reverence there rests a sense of mystery—‘the mystery of consciousness, the 
mystery of life, the mystery of the world. It is this mystery which must always 
be envisaged and dwelt upon with awe, and it is this sense of mystery which 
education must take care to foster and maintain.” This is perhaps the finest 
thought in the whole discourse—the call for reverence towards ideal truths 
which are always mysteries to the understanding, towards the marvel of our 
own personality. As a practical moral, the lecturer advocated the cultivation 
of imagination, admiration, and awe. And here is the closing passage :— 


Meanwhile, for those teachers, who, followers of Froebel in this as in other respects, 
accept the religious iaterpretation of nature and man, it becomes of intense importance 
to do all they can tocaltivate in the children entrusted to them that fundamental sense 
of religious awe which is the condition and source of ali true reverence. Reverence for 
beauty and wisdom and goodness in every one of their natural or human manifestations 
depends upon the reverence of God, which, to apply the definition of Cole.idge, is the 
perfect synthesis of love andfear. Nor mast teachere forget that itis not easy for little 
children to criticise and analyse holy and beautifal things without some loss of reverence 
and humility. ‘'Tbey cannot yet distinguish—many grown-ups have the same difficalty — 
between the principle and its embodiment. The good and the holy and the pure must be 
absolute and yet particular; chil iren canaot easily be expected to reverencs the imperfect, 
to perceive the pathos of the stru :gle between the lower and the higher, to appreciate the 
law of religious growth, of the many ways of the self-fu filmentof God. It és not difficult 
to apply these cautions to our treatment not only of the Bible, and of many religious 
customs and ceremonies, but also of history asa whole, If the great heroer, and the great 
teachings and actions of the past cannot yet be reverenced with their human admixture of 
imperfection, far better that the imperfection should be ignored, than that reverence 
should be in je >pardy. 

In Naturc-teaching must it not be the same’ Rivet attention on that which is awful 
through its beauty, its order, and its mystery, not through its horror, ite abnormality, or 
its pitiiessness. Beauty, goodness, wisdom must first be appreciated and recognised, 
before the mind is strong enough to make explanations for, or to bow submissively before 
evil. We must learn to revereace God, in awe and love, for all that is good and wise and 
pure, before we can learn to reverence Him, none the less, and perhaps—tuch is the marvel 
of faith—even all the more, in spite of what seems or is ugly and evil. Then, throughout 
our lives, reverence may be to us still the radiant “ angel of the world.” I. A. 


‘*Robert Annys: Poor Priest.'’ 

“Robert Annys: Poor Priest,” by Mrs. Annie Nathan Meyer (Macmillan) 
is an admirable piece of work. The story tells of the popular rising in the early 
years of the reign cf Richard If. The great socialistic movement against the 
oppression of the governing class, the spirit of religious liberty in opposition to 
the corrupt Catholic Church, a spirit that survived to animate the Reformatior, 
are herein finely portrayed. he book is the result of long and careful study, 
but Mrs, Meyer has the rare gift of so using her authorities as to draw from 
them a vivid and convincing picture of the times : there is no trace of pedantry 
or antiquarianism, Some of the descriptive passages could hardly be too highly 

raised, and the writing is marked throughout by a distinction of style and a 

een and sympathetic penetration. The novel is frankly of the type that aims 
at giving a picture of the times rather than at telling a story in which the 
historical setting is not so much a as suggested, of the type marked by 
“ Romola” rather than by “ Esmond” or “ Barry Lyndon.” ‘The love tragedy 
that for a time draws Robert Annys away from the cause of which he is the 
devoted leader, though extremely pathetic, is not worked out so fully as it 
might have been, and the story as a whole is somewhat episodic in character. 
This is the only blemish we can find ina really notable book. We hope that 
Mrs. Meyer will give us another story soon, for she is one of the few authors 
who can write a historical novel, and not a novel that is merely a history.

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Jewish Children’s Penny Dinners. 


In the previous page our readers will find the balance-sheet of 
the Jewish Children’s Penny Dinner Fund for the year 1900, together with a 
few items of interest in convection therewith. It is a matter of regret that this 
useful and excellent organisation was compelled last year to borrow £75, in 
order to meet its current expenses, 

It may not be generally known that long before the question of providing 
meals for “underfed children” and free dinners for school children occupied 
general attention, the late Miss Frances Barnett, with the material support of 
the Baroness Mayer de Rothschild and other members of that family, started in 
asmall room in Sandy's Row free dinners for poor pupils of the Jews’ Free 
School, As time went on and the number of children increased, a Committee 
was formed and arrangements were made for feeding between 200 and 500 
children four days a week. 

It was felt, however, that great efforts should be made to ensure payment 
for the meal whenever possible, and accordingly during the last six years a 
system of visiting and personal enquiry has been adopted, so that free dinners 
are only bestowed on the very poorest children, Thanks to the cordial support 
of the public the income has sufficed until recently for the work to be carried 
op, although the number of dinners supplied has increased from 38,000 in 1892 
to 48,571 in 1900, 

. But three years ago, it was deemed necessary to establish branch dining- 
rooms daring the winter months at Berners Street and Hanbury Street Board 
Schools, and this bas naturally entailed a large additional expenditure. The 
children who partake of meals in these Schools are the “ underfed” children of 
widows, or of helpless parents, and they are seldom able to pay for the meal. 
It is, we think, very satisfactory, that last year no less a sum than £76 103. was 
received from the children at the dinner rooms. 

It surely ought to be an easy matter to obtain sufficient funds to supply all 
the requirements of this charity. 

We would suggest that the children of the well-to-do, who happily never 
know the pangs of hunger, should contribute say a penny a week to purchase a 
dinner for a poor child. We are told that in a certain East End Board School 
the children who have a few half-pence to spare, instead of spending their 
money on sweets, bring them to the Headmaster, so as to enable him to give 
meals to some poor little school-fellow who would otherwise go faint and 
hungry. We are sure that the President of the “ Penny Dinners,’ Mrs, H. 
Adler, 6, Craven Hill, W., will gladly take charge of contributions from the 
little boys and girls of the Jewish community, and we are certain that the 
pennies which they spare for their poor little hungry brothers and sisters will 
be willingly devoted to this excellent cause. 

We regret to find that Mr. Ernest D. Lowy, who for nine years has been 
the Hon. Secretary and the moving spirit of the Charity, has been compelled 
to resign owing to his numerous engagements, It is gratifying to know that 
he has been successful in finding a very efficient substitute in his brother-in-law 
Mr. Leslie M. Higham, who now undertakes the duties of Hon. Secretary.

Jewish Ladies’ Visiting Association. 


The seventeenth annual report of the above Society has just been issued 


and the matter contained therein bears testimony to the continued usefulness 


of this valuable organisation. The efforts of the Association have indeed been 
often referred to in high terms of praise by the Manchester Sanitary Authority 
Owing to the sad losses sustained during the years 1899-19)0 it has been foun 


| 


necessary partially to re-organise the method of working, though without 
deviating from the original aims of the Association, An increased amount of 
work has, therefore, been necessitated from members of the Committee, and 
the different districts are now supervised by a member of the Committee, to 
each of whom reports by the Visitorsare regularly made. The Committee note 
with satisfaction that the Jewish inhabitants escaped wholly from the typhoid 
epidemic prevalent some time since in the city ; whilst their general sobriety was 
proved by the absence of cases of “ arsenical poisoning " among Jews during the 
recent beer scare. They aresorry to state, however, that the general appearance 
of the shops in the Strangeways quarter of the city has not materially improved, 
although to encourage cleanliness in this direction two prizes were offered and 
duly awarded by an anonymous donor, The Committee record with regret the 
resignation of Mrs, L. M. Simmons, who was oneof the founders of the Associa- 
tion and at all times an energetic worker. Valuable aid was received from the 
Executive of the Rev. L. M. Simmons Memorial Fund, from the interest of 
which fund three patientsare annually sent to Baxton. Thanks are also given 
to the Medical Officers of Manchester and Salford for their kind agsistance ; to 
the anonymous donor of the prizes referred to above ; to the South Manchester 
Dorcas Society for gifts of clothing, and to the Manchester Bread, Meat, and 
Caal Society for a donation of £5, and to several other kind friends for valuable 
help rendered in various directions. Fall particulars are given of the nature of 
the work performed by the District Visitors, Miss Guttenburg and Miss 
Bergson. About eighty visits per week are made by the Visitors, and large 
quantities of soap, sanitary lime and disinfecting materials are distributed 
where required, the latter being given free by the Sanitary Authorities of 
Manchester and Salford. Special visits to sick people are also made and advice 
and practical help given in serious cases. Particulars are given of the work 
done under the Corporation by Miss Blumenthal. Dotails are also given of the 
work of the Savings Bank, Work, and Sick Nourishment 5 pure ba 
The Sabbith Services and Social Gatherings were also successfully carried 
out daring the past year, and thanks are tendered to Mr, M. Epstein who con 

ducts the Sabbath Services. The Evening Classes._were very successful, 
and were of great advantage to those in attendance. Attention is 
drawn to the financial position of the Association and a list is given of the 
attendances at Committee meetings. There are twenty-five ladies on the Com- 
mittee of the Association. Nineteen meetings in all were held, though only 
twelve members made ten or more attendances at these meetings.
